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ACT OF INCORPORATION 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 

Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 

1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, 
Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, 
Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. 
Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Con- 
vention of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by 
that name they and their successors shall and may have perpetual suc- 
cession; shall he capable of suing and being sued, plead and being im- 
pleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, 
and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, pur- 
chase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, 
the annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 
Provided that said income, whatever may be the amount thereof, be an- 
nually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated in said 
petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; 
may make By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties 
of their officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and ad- 
mission of members, the time, place, and manner of holding their 
meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the 
government and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure 
the essential objects of said Convention as expressed in their Consti- 
tution, not repugnant to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, 
on the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter 
called and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion.” 
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Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state, May session, 1824, may hereafter 
have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or 
mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty-five thous- 
and dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating Tue 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by add- 
ing at the end thereof the follow'ing: “Said Convention may accept 
and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds as may be given, devised, 
or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may 
be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, 
when such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall 
be for the benefit of said Convention or individuals or churches affili- 
ated therewith.”

CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching 
of the Gospel and the organization and maintenance of Baptist 
churches and church schools in the State of Connecticut; and to act 
as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of Connecticut in 
advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particular- 
ly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic inter- 
ests of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the 
Baptist Churches of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the 
present associated Baptist Churches, each such church which has con- 
tributed to the funds of the Convention during the year last preced- 
ing the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each 
fraction of a hundred resident members and for each church school 
connected with it; provided, however, that no church shall be per- 
mitted to send more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and 
oflicers of the Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; 
ofldcers of this Convention and members of its Board of Managers; 
officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut; and 
officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society shall be ex- 
officio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled to 
all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a 
First Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may 
be either a person or a fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secre- 
tary, who shall be the General Secretary of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording 
Secretary shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall 
serve from the close of the annual meeting at which they are elected 
until the close of the next annual meeting, or until their successors 
have been elected. The Treasurer shall be elected by the Board of 
Managers.

Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of 
President, the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the 
office of First Vice-President also is vacant, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent shall perform the duties of President. Should vacancies occur 
in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall elect 
a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Re^ 
moval of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common 
practice pertain to their respective offices. 
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ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 


Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the 
President, the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President 
of the Convention and forty-five (45) elective members chosen by 
ballot at the annual meeting of the Convention for the term of three 
years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its elective mem- 
bers shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be 
ex-officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board 
of Managers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year 
to serve under the former Constitution and for a term of two years 
those trustees who have two years to serve under the former Con- 
stitution; and in addition to these the Convention at the annual meet- 
ing at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 
for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, 
fifteen members, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies 
occurring from other causes than the expiration of terms, shall be 
elected at each annual meeting for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided 
as nearly equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. 
The president, the state home director and the state foreign secretary 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut shall be ex- 
officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privi- 
leges and authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by 
by-laws adopted by the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 


This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote 
of all the delegates present, at, any annual meeting, after one year’s 
previous notice.

BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on 
Tuesday preceding the third Wednesday in October, at 10 a. m. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Convention may be called by the 
President at the direction of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any 
number shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. " The sessions of the annual meeting shall be under the 
control of the Program Committee, which shall have the power to 
make all arrangements for speakers for the Convention, except the 
preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to the 
speakers as the different departments of the work may require, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Convention at the first session. 

Sec. 5. No objects except those provided for by the Constitution 
and By-Laws shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the 
unanimous consent of the Convention. 

Sec. 6. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall 
be regulated by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 7. The fiscal year of the Convention shall begin the first day 

of May. 


ARTICLE II. COMMITTEES OP THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following committees shall be appointed each year, 
to report at the meeting then in progress: 

A. A committee on the place of the next meeting and the preacher 
of the next annual sermon, consisting of three members. 

B. A committee on resolutions, consisting of three members. 

Section 2. The following standing committees shall be appointed 
each year to report at the next annual meeting; 

A. A committee on the nomination of Convention officers and 
members of the Board of Managers, consisting of one member from 
each association, nominated by the delegates of the respective asso- 
ciations in attendance at the Convention. 
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B. A committee on the program of the next meeting, consisting 
of five or more members, including the president of the Convention, 
the president of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, 
the general secretary and the pastor of the entertaining church. 

C. A committee on enrollment of the next meeting consisting of 
three members, 

D. An obituary committee, consisting of three members. 

Section 3. Such other committees as may be found necessary may 
be appointed. 

Section 4. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be ap- 
pointed by the President. 


ARTICLE III. COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL STANDING 

Section 1. There shall be a committee on ministerial standing, 
consisting of six members appointed for three years, and so consti- 
tuted that the terms of two of its members shall expire yearly. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall appoint to the com- 
mittee, those named in the last Connecticut Baptist Annual, whose 
terms have not expired, to fulfill the period for which they were ap- 
pointed, and the President of the Convention, at the adoption of this 
Constitution, and each year thereafter, shall appoint two members to 
serve for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ministerial 
Standing to act in advisory capacity to church councils in the ordina- 
tion of candidates to the Christian ministry; to assist as may be pos- 
sible candidates ordained before their educational preparation for the 
ministry was finished in pursuing a proper course of study to fit them- 
selves ‘for their work as pastors, preferably the course of study 
recommended by the denomination; and to keep a record of the stand- 
ing of Baptist ministers in the state and supervise the ministerial list 
published yearly in the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 


ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT 
FEDERATION OP CHURCHES 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates re- 
quired to represent the Convention on the Council of the Connecti- 
cut Federation of Churches. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings dur- 
ing the year, as follows : One within a month after the adjournment of 
the annual meetinig of the Convention; one on a date in April, determin- 
ed by itself; and one on the day preceding the next annual meeting of 
the Convention. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any 
time, and shall he called by him upon the request in writing of five 
members of the Board. 

Sec. 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the 
Board, unless excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered 
as creating a vacancy. Removal of any member from the state shall 
automatically create a vacancy. The Board shall have power to fill 
vacancies occurring in its membership during the interim between an- 
nual meetings of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. 
In his absence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence 
of the President and the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent shall preside. In the absence of the three, the Recording Secre- 
tary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall proceed to 
choose a President pro tern. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of 
all its 'proceedings. 

Sec. 6. The travelling expenses of the members to all meetings of 
the Board, excepting those held at the time of the annual meeting of 
the Convention, shall be paid by the Convention. 

ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of 
the Convention when it is not in session, and have supervision through 
the General Secretary of all the work of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board shall provide means for raising the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies, disposing of the same according to the provisions of the 
Charter and Constitution. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall annually prepare a budget embracing the 
estimated expenses of all the departments of the Convention for the 
ensuing year and the apportionment of the cooperating national 
societies and submit it to the churches as early in the Convention year 
as possible, as the unified budget. 
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Sec. 4. • The Board shall effect an agreement with the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation whereby the cooperating national societies 
shall bear their part of the expense of promoting their interests in 
Connecticut, according to the recommendations of the Report of the 
Committee on Future Denominational Program adopted by the North- 
ern Baptist Convention. 

Sec. 5. Likewise the Board shall effect an agreement with the 
American Baptist Publication Society whereby this society shall share 
with the Convention on an equitable basis the expense of promoting 
in Connecticut the work of religious education. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall effect an agreement with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society whereby this society shall share with 
the Convention on an equitable basis the expense of home missionary 
work in Connecticut. 

Sec. 7. The Board shall make all appropriations toward the aid 
of churches and the payment of salaries of missionaries and other 
workers in accordance with the rules included in these By-Laws. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may be needed 
properly to conduct the work of the Convention, including a General 
Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Secretary of Religious Education, 
a Collector of Missionary Funds, who may be one of the Secretaries' 
and a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a fiduciary institution 
of approved standing. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall each year appoint an Auditor who shall 
carefully audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention. 
The Auditor shall be a certified public accountant, or firm of account- 
ants, of recognized standing. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall have power to fix the salaries of all per- 
sons employed by it. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall require bond of all Its financial agents. 

Sec. 12. The Board at its first meeting shall appoint from its mem- 
bership the following committees which shall be charged with definite 
responsibilities in the work of the Convention: 

A. Committee of Missionary Cooperation, consisting as far as 
practicable of one member from each association. 

B. Finance Committee, consisting of five members, including the 
President. 

C. Committee on Religious Education, consisting of seven mem- 
bers. 

D. Publicity Committee, consisting of five members. 

E. Committee on Work Among New Americans, consisting of five 
members. 

F. Committee on Aided Churches, consisting as far as practicable 
of one member from each association. 
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G. Committee on Evangelism, consisting as far as practicable of 
one member from each association. 

H. Executive Committee, consisting of fifteen members, including 
the President, who shall be chairman, the First Vice-President, the 
Second Vice-President, and the chairmen of the standing committees 
of the Board of Managers named above. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Managers may appoint from its member- 
ship or from the Convention such other committees as may be neces- 
sary to the successful conduct of the work. 

Sec. 14. The Board shall make a full report of its transactions 
at least annually to the Convention. 


ARTICLE III. DUTIES OP THE COMMITTEES OP 
THE BOARD OP MANAGERS 

Section 1. Committee of Missionary Cooperation. 

(a) The Committee of Missionary Cooperation shall be the 
medium through which the Convention shall cooperate with the Board 
of Missionary Cooperation of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary, the Committee 
of Missionary Cooperation shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the unified missionary budget of the Convention and cooperating 
national societies. 

(c) The committee shall make a report of its work at the annual 
meeting of the Convention. 

Section 2. Finance Committee. 

(a) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the 
handling of all the Convention Funds and in the investing of trust 
funds, subject to the approval of the Board of Managers. 

(b) The chairman or vice-chairman of the committee shall 
countersign all orders drawn on the Treasurer by the Recording 
Secretary of the Board of Managers at the authorization of the Board 
of Managers or its Executive Committee. 

(c) The Finance Committee shall not permit any of the funds 
of the Convention to be loaned to any officer, legal adviser, or mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers, or to any corporation or business en- 
terprise in which any of them is personally interested. 

(d) The Finance Committee shall not permit the use of the Per- 
manent Funds belonging to the Convention, except as authorized by 
the Board of Managers. 
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(e) The Finance Committee shall require all the financial agents 
of the Convention to make their annual reports covering the same 
period of time. 

(f) It shall be the duty of the committee to prepare each year a 
missionary budget to be submitted to the Board of Managers, when 
approved by it, to the churches. The committee shall receive from the 
General Secretary an estimate of the amount of money needed by the 
Convention for the ensuing year and from the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation the apportionment of the cooperating national societies 
falling to the churches of Connecticut, and on the basis of such in- 
formation make up the unified budget to be approved by the Board of 
Managers, with or w'ithout changes, and submitted to the churches. 

(g) The committee shall make a report of its transactions at the 
annual meeting of the Convention. 

Section 3. The Committee on Religious Education. 

(a) The Committee on Religious Education shall promote the 
work of religious education in its different phases, including church 
school and Young People’s activities. Teacher Training, Daily Vaca- 
tion Bible Schools, and all other lines of instruction and study includ- 
ed in a comprehensive and balanced program of religious education 
for the local church. 

(b) The committee shall maintain close cooperation with the 
American Baptist Publication Society and the General Board of 
Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, in order to partici- 
pate in the development of the denomination’s plans of religious 
education. 

(c) The committee shall approve all religious education programs 
before they may be promoted in the state in the name of the Con- 
vention. 

(d) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting, through the Secretary of Religious Education, or its chair- 
man. 

Section 4. The Publicity Committee. 

(a) The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication 
of The Connecticut Baptist. It shall appoint a Business Manager and 
cooperate with him in circulating the paper. It shall present the in- 
terests of the paper to the Convention at its meetings and devise 
means of increasing its subscription list. 

(b) The committee shall cooperate with the secretaries, as oppor- 
tunity permits, in the distribution of such literature as ■will best ac- 
quaint the churches with the needs and achievements of the Conven- 
tion and the denomination. 
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Section 5. The Committee on Work Among New Americans. 

(a) The Committee on Work Among New Americans shall have 
charge of the work conducted by the Convention among New Ameri- 
cans, cooperating with the General Secretary and his associates, as 
they may direct, in promoting the interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secretary or his associates. 

Section 6. The Committee on Aided Churches. 

(a) The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the 
work of the Convention in aided churches, cooperating with the Gen- 
eral Secretary and his associates, as they may direct, in promoting the 
interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secretary or his associates. 

Section 7. The Committee on Evangelism. 

(a) The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium 
through which the Convention shall cooperate with the churches in 
promoting the interests of evangelism in the state. It shall seek 
particularly to lead the churches aided by the Convention out into 
evangelistic endeavor. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting. 

Section 8. The Executive Committee. 

(a) The Executive Committee shall meet four times during the 
year, in the months of October, January, April, and July, on dates to 
be fixed by itself. 

(b) It shall hold special meetings whenever necessary, at the call 
of the President. 

(c) The committee shall act on all matters of business arising 
during the interim between meetings of the Board of Managers; pass 
on an applications for aid from churches not acted on by the Board; 
provided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the com- 
mittee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next meeting of 
the Board of Managers, unless approved by it; except in such cases 
as have been referred to the committee for final action. 

(d) The committee shall make a full report of all its transactions 
to the Board of Managers at its next-meeting. 

(e) Seven members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 9. The duties of such other committees as shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

Section 10. Necessary expenses incurred by the members of the 
committees of the Board of Managers in the discharge of their duties 
shall be paid by the Convention. 
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Section 11. The committees of the Board of Managers as early in 
the Convention year as possible shall submit to the Finance Com- 
mittee through the General Secretary a careful estimate of the money 
needed during the year for the successful conduct of the work in their 
respective departments, to be included in the budget for the Conven- 
tion work. 

Section 12. All standing committees of the Board of Managers 
shall provide for the keeping of an accurate record of their trans- 
actions in permanent form, and shall make reports to the Board when- 
ever it is necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OP THE OFFICERS OP THE 
BOARD OP MANAGERS 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire 
work of the Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, including the raising of the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies. 

(b) He and his associates shall visit, advise, and encourage the 
churches, particularly those aided by the Convention, as opportunity 
may occur, and seek to lead them into participation in the missionary 
work of the denomination. 

(c) He may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, 
except as authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Com- 
mittee: provided, however, that with the consent of the Finance Com- 
mittee he may in emergencies expend not more than one hundred 
($100) dollars in any one month for supply preachers for needy 
pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in such 
churches. 

(d) He shall attend all the meetings of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, to counsel and advise as he can con- 
cerning the work of the Convention, but shall not have the power to 
vote. 

(e) He shall himself, or through his associates, direct the activ- 
ities of all the committees of the Board of Managers. 

(f) He shall each year submit to the Finance Committee a care- 
ful estimate of the amount of money needed to carry on the work of 
the Convention, to be included in the unified missionary budget. 

(g) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the 
Board of Managers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have 
charge of the printing of the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Associate Secretary. 

(a) The Associate Secretary shall cooperate with the General 
Secretary, as he and the Board of Managers may direct, in the work 
of ith'e Convention. ' , 
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Section 3. Secretary of Religious Education. 

(a) The Secretary of Religious Education, under the direction of 
the General Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Com- 
mittee on Religious Education, shall have special charge of the -work 
of religious education. 

(b) He shall make a report annually to the Convention. 

Section 4. Tr'easurer. 

(a) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Con- 
vention, both invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or in- 
vesting the same as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on 
written order from the Secretary of the Board of Managers counter- 
signed by the chairman or the vice-chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

(c) The Treasurer shall keep separate accounts of the various 

funds of the Convention, and report and account to the Convention 

annually and each quarter as directed by the Finance Committee; 

(d) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention 

in such sum ds the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 5. Auditor. 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the 
Convention annually at the end of the fiscal year and make report to 
the Convention through the Finance Committee, or quarterly if the 
committee shall require. 

Section 6. Collector of Missionary Funds. 

(a) The Collector of Missionary Funds shall receive all current 
contributions of churches and individuals to the Convention and 
cooperating national societies and turn same over to the Treasurer 
as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Collector shall give corporate bonds to the Convention 
in such sum as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 7. The duties of such other agents as may be appointed 
by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quar- 
terly reports to the Board through the General Secretary. All ap- 
propriations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no applications 
for aid will be considered until the report of the church has been re- 
ceived. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks In 
October, January, April and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to 
churches only when such churches have settled pastors, and when they 
shall have made, within the year preceding, contributions for at least 
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three objects of benevolence, including the work of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board 
that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted 
for securing the largest possible revenues from their local con- 
stituencies. 

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the 
judgment of the Executive Committee the pastor or the church is not 
considered worthy of such aid. It is therefore required that any 
church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with the 
General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the choice and 
settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward 
the erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan 
by the Executive Committee shall have been secured; and in all cases 
where such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church or 
society so aided shall excute to the Convention a deed of trust of the 
property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as 
the Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the prop- 
erty. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made 
thereto at any meeting of the Convention by a majority vote. Such 
of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, excepting By-Laws of the Board of Managers, 
Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (f), shall be of equal binding force 
with the provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a 
two-thirds vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of 
the Convention, after one year’s notice. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should appear 
as The Connecticut Baptist Convention. The General Secretary of 
the Convention will be glad to talk with or advise any person desirous 
of making a bequest for the direct uses of the Convention or for the 
Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of any particular object. 
Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Convention will be 
gladly accepted and interest according to the established annuity 
rates will be paid to the donor during life. This plan has the advan- 
tage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor 
for life and assures the Convention of the entire amount of money 
desired to be given at the death of the donor without deduction by the 
settlement of the estate. 

The General Secretary will be glad at any time to give further 
information in regard to this matter.

Hartfiord, Conn., October 15-16, 1929. 

Tbe One Hundredth and Sixth Annual Meeting of The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention was held in the meeting-house of the Asylum Av- 
enue Baptist Church, Hartford, October 15, 16, 19'29. The president. 
Rev. David A. Pitt, D.D., presiding. 

The Convention was called to order at 9 : 30 a. m., Tuesday, October 
16. The devotional period was conducted by Rev. P. F. Wolfenden, 
Bristol. 

Dr. M. C. Burt, vice-president of the Convention was then present- 
ed as the presiding officer for the session. 

The address of welcome was delivered by Rev. Prank B. Haggard, 
pastor of the entertaining church, who stated that the church was 
pleased and honored to have the Convention with it, this being the 
first time it had entertained the Convention since 1914. He extended 
the cordial hospitality of the church and hoped that all the delegates 
were as pleased to be there as the church was to have them:. 

Rev. Frank B. Haggard, chairman of the Program Committee, sub- 
mitted the printed program. He spoke of the disappointment of the 
committee in that William D. MacKenzie, D.D., DL.D., president of the 
Hartford Seminary Foundation, who had been announced to conduct 
the devotional periods of the Convention, was prevented from doing 
so by illness. Others had been invited to render this service. 

Voted: That the printed program as presented be adopted, sub- 
ject to necessary changes. 

President Pitt responded to the address of welcome, expressing 
appreciation for the hearty reception of the church, especially in view 

of the fact that the Convention had been scheduled to meet with anoth- 
er church. 

Dr. Pitt suggested that the Convention meet in Hartford every 

other year. President Pitt then delivered his annual message as fol- 
lows : 


THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 

Fellow Baptists of Connecticut, meeting in one hundred and sixth 
annual Convention, I take pleasure in presenting my fourth annual mes- 
sage as president of the Convention. This year it is based largely ‘bn 
the Second Survey presented at Denver last June. The church’s prim- 
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ary responsibility is to give the gospel to the people of its own com- 
munity. “Ye shall be my witnesses in Jerusalem, and Jerusalem here 
means your home town. Nothing that the church may do for the 
people of some other community will ever atone for the neglect of 
those at its very door. As we, the representatives of our churches, 
gather in annual convention let us ask ourselves whether we are shar- 
ing the gospel in any worthy way with the people of our own commun- 
ities, all classes of the people, especially the poor. 

Figures given in the Second Survey make us wonder whether we 
are giving the gospel to our communities as we should. Of 8,765 
churches in the N. B. C. reporting in 1926, 3,474 or 39.6 per cent, had no 
accessions or baptism that year. “The number of churches without 
accessions by baptism equals the total number of churches east of 
Ohio, or west of Indiana.” 

The very worst reports came from New England, especially Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont. With an average of 60.2 per cent of 
the churches reporting no baptism, Connecticut is a little better but 
not enough to boast about. Massachusetts made the best showing in 
all New England with only 24.4 not reporting baptisms. In Connecticut 
in 1926 there were 45 per cent of our churches which reported no^ gains 
by baptism. In Rhode Island 46.7 per cent of the churches reported no 
baptism. In the light of these disturbing figures Connecticut and 
Rhode Island have jointly called a director of evangelism. Rev. C. H. 
Stull, Ph.D. of Ohio, who will give three-fifth’s of his time to Connecti- 
cut and two-fifth’s to' Rhode Island. We are glad Dr. Stull is coming, 
but we must not be deceived into thinking that he can d'o our work for 
us. His primary task will be to stimulate, encourage and direct, but 
most of the work must be done by the churches themselves. 

When we think of evangelism we are apt to think only of the 
outsider. Yet we need to think of those inside the church as well. 
What was plead for at Denver was for a conversion of the church mem- 
bers first of all. What we need is a springtide of new life within the 
churches and then there will be less difficulty in reaching and influenc- 
ing the outsiders. 

Surely this should be the year to look for such a quickening. It 
is the 1900th anniversary of Pentecost, and this anniversary of the 
coming of the Spirit is to have worthy recognition throughout the 
world, reaching its climax June 8th, 1930. “Prom Pentecost tO' Pente- 
cost” is the slogan of our Evangelistic Committee of the N. B. C. 
Alas ! more than four months of that period are already past and less 
than eight months remain. 'Let us redeem this period by embracing 
the opportunity. 

Last year we gave more emphasis to evangelism in Connecticut 
than we have done for a long time, and with good results. The num- 
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ber of those coming into our churches by confession of faith and bap- 
tism was larger than usual. We believe the tide of interest in. this 
matter is rising and that we shall see a marked Increase in the com- 
ing year. 


The Baptists, together with all other evangelical churches of Con- 
necticut, should give far more attention to strategy in the interest of 
Kingdom building in the state. We have already too many organiza- 
tions both reform and ecclesiastical. When these are unified as the 
allied forces were during the Great War we may hope to accomplish 
something. 


In cooperation with our fellow-<Christians of the state last spring 
we appeared before the legislature against legalizing gambling at 
horse races in Connecticut and against any relaxation of the liquor 
laws. We are happy to report that the sentiment was strong enough 
to win the day against gambling and in favor of pnohibition. 

When we met a year ago the nation was in the throes of a pre-elec- 
tion struggle. The outcome of that struggle was even better than we 
anticipated in the interest of law observance and law enforcement. 
President Hoover has put himself on record in favor of these great 
issues beyond any of his predecessors. We are sorry to report that 
his most serious handicap in this matter just now is coming from Con- 
necticut. To our state President Hoover turned for a man to fill the 
place made vacant by the resignation of Assistant Attorney General 
Willibrandt. The recommendations of the Honorable Hugh M. Alcorn, 
State Attorney for Hartford County, surpassed all others received for 
any candidate during the present administration. 


‘Mr. Alcorn was twice invited to Washington and told by both the 
President and the Attorney General that they desired to make the ap- 
pointment, and Mr. Alcorn, under pressure of his friends, accepted the 
appointment. 

It later developed that Senator Bingham and the Republican com- 
mittee men from Connecticut had raised objection to this appointment. 
We know that as late as the latter days of Sepember both the Presi- 
dent and the Attorney General still desired to make the appointment, 
but realized the^ possibility of long delays which Senator Bingham’s 
continued objection might bring about through nonconfirmation by the 


We earnestly hope that a strong resolution endorsing Mr. Alcorn 
will be sent to President Hoover, urging the President to send in this 
nomination and let the Senate settle the question. 


Giving the gospel to our own community and to our own counti 
IS our primary task but that is not our whole task. Our commissk 
reads “unto the uttermost parts of the earth”. For 115 years oi 
churches in the United States have felt the force of that commissio 
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During this period we have given millions of money and thousands of 
devoted men and women. From Burma and Judson to our latest mis- 
sionary to our youngest mission in the Philippines. 

Naturally those who have invested in this enterprise would like tto 
know something of the results. 'The Second Survey presents a story 
of increase that should delight the heart of even a speculator in Wall 
Street. This last decade has been a difficult one for foreign missions. 
The Great War led the Orient to question the value of our Western 
civilization and our Western Christianity. Yet ' notwithstanding this 
handicap, our gains by baptism during these ten years have been 157,- 
897, equal to' our total membership in Pennsylvania where we have 
more members than in any other state except New York. We now 
have 282,737 members on the foreign field, 20,000 more than our entire 
membership at home west of the Missouri River; or more than our 
entire membership in all New England plus New Jersey; a gain of 52 
per cent in 10 years. We have now in the foreign field about 2,368 
churches, a gain of 35 per cent in the last decade and 80 per cent in 20 
years. Of course, some of these are still quite small. Twenty years 
ago these churches gave toward self-support $115,424, while in 1927 
they gave $370,706, an increase of 116 per cent in the last decade and 
221 per cent in two decades. 

“A still finer revelation of what the decade has meant in the de- 
velopment of our churches is reflected in the type of men and women 
who are rapidly coming to the front in the leadership of the churches, 
and in the transfer to them of an increasing share of the responsibility 
for directing the whole missionary program in their areas.” 

Burma is our oldest mission field and the record there is one to 
which we can point with considerable pride. In Burma we have 954 
churches or 73 per cent of the total number which are self supporting. 
When we compare this ratio with that of some of our own State Con- 
ventions we shall appreciate it the more. In Maine there are only 66 
per cent of the churches self-supporting; in Colorado only 62 per cent; 
and in Michigan 84 per cent. 

The number of native workers has increased from 2623 to 3199, or 
22 per cent in ten years. The number of women teachers grew from 
549 to 899, or 64 per cent. “The developing life of the womanhood of 
the church is one of the best reflections of the progress of the church 
in nomChristian lands.” 

The missionary giving of the Burman churches has increased 103 
per cent from $125,555 to $255,033. The increase in fees paid for chil- 
dren attending our schools is 124 per cent, from $108,388 tO' $242,811. 
Most of this educational work — ^660 out of our 874 schools — has become 
entirely self-supporting. The number of pupils has increased 50 per 
cent and is now 44,570. The government is gradually taking over the 
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educational work and thus relieving us more and more from this par- 
ticular phase of the missionary task. 

These figures are given to encourage us by pointing out what has 
already been accomplished. They must not he allowed however to 
deceive us in leading us to conclude that the work is nearly finished. 
“When we think of this encouraging attainment we must think of this 
little group of Christians against the background; of the millions upon 
millions who have never heard or at least have never responded to the 
gospel.” 

It is estimated that Northern Baptists are responsible for areas 
in which there are nearly 40,000,000 of people. If some artist would 
picture for us the dark background of this multitude who have never 
heard of Christ we would see how insignificant isour missionary force 
of 723 even with all their native helpers. We would be led to exclaim 
with the disciples of old as they compared their scanty store of five 
loaves and two fishes with the hungry crowd of men and women “What 
are these among so many?” And if the comparison leads us to des- 
pair, let us recall the outcome when the Master took the loaves and 
fishes and blessed and brake and entrusted them to the disciples, who 
gave them to the people to the satisfaction of all. They had enough 
and more than enough through the blessing of -God. 

4 

Taking it all in all, the last decade has been a unique one, there 
being nothing like it in all our history. As we review it we can but 
exclaim, “Behold, what hath God wrought! To Him be the glory!” 

When we think of the way in which God has led and blessed us 
during this decade; when we think of the way the people have re- 
sponded to the appeal of the gOispel, we feel called upon for even great- 
er fidelity to our commission in the future; we feel called upon for 
even more sacrificial giving and more sacrificial living in the decade 
just ahead. 

I know of no more fitting close to this message than the closing 
words of the Survey. After glimpsing at the work in all our great mis- 
sion fields the writer brings us back to our"' own local tasks, and re- 
minds us of the relation of our own manner of life here at home to 
the coming of the world wide Kingdom of our God: “We must not for- 
get, however, that the most important factor today in the spread of the 
Kingdom in any part of the world is the manner of our own living. Noth- 
ing would, so hasten the progress of the Kingdom abroad as a truer 
manifestation of the Spirit of Christ in the lives of those who remain 
at home. The great challenge, therefore, of all these Macedonian calls 
is for a deeper, truer spiritual life on the part of all those who are de- 
siring that the kingdoms of this world shall become the Kingdoms of 
our Lord.” 


Voted: That the Resolution Committee be instructed to present a 
resolution to the evening session, favoring the appointment of Honor-

able Hugh A. Alcorn to be in charge of the enforcement of the Pro- 
hibition Amendment. 

Many expressions of high commendation of Mr. Alcorn were made 
in speaking to the motion.

Dr. Burt called attention to President Pitt’s words regarding our 
dee ppersonal responsibility for the furthering of the Kingdom of 
Christ. This responsibility could not be delegated. At his request 
Secretary Gates led the Convention in prayer. 

The report of the Board of Managers was submitted by Secretary 
Elbert E. Gates. (See page 35). Voted: That the report of the Board 
of Managers be adopted. 

The report of the Department of Religious Education was submit- 
ted by Secretary O. P. Campbell. (Bee page 48) Voted: That the re- 
port of the Department of Religious Education be adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Missionary Cooperation was sub- 
mitted by Secretary Horace B. Sloat. (:See page 54). Voted: That the 
report of the Missionary Cooperation be adopted. 

The report of the Treasurer was submitted by Secretary Gates, in 
the absence of W. S. Puller, vice-chairman of the Finance Committee. 
Secretary Gates introduced the report by calling attention to the fact 
that almost every year there had been a deficit, but those ha,d now 
been paid and there was a small surplus this year. Voted: That the 
report of the Treasurer be adopted. (See page 64). 

Lieutenant Governor Ernest E. Rogers reported for the Conven- 
tion Finance Committee that the appointment of The Hartford Nation- 
al Bank and Trust Company as treasurer of the Convention was prov- 
ig very satisfactory. The capital account was increasing under its 
care and the state banking audit was a great safeguard. 

The Report of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecti- 
cut was submitted by Mrs. Chas. H. Bidwell, corresponding secretary. 
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(See page 74). Voted: That the report of the Woman’s Baptist Mis- 
sion Society of Connecticut be adopted. 

Vice-president Burt then introduced Alton L. Miller, Ph.D. of Bos- 
ton, Mass., President of the' Northern Baptist Convention. He was re- 
ceived with applause. He said he was glad to come to this church par- 
ticularly because Pastor Haggard was his own former pastor. 

President Miller traced the growth of religion from the founding of 
this country. The pioneers fixed their attention on something worth 
while. The new conditions that are on us now call us to pioneer in a 
worth while Christianity. Otherwise, our moral fibre will be broken 
down. We need to take our 'Christianity into our daily living, our bus- 
iness relationships and our leisure. We must give O'Ur lives for others. 
He urged sacrificial giving. 

After the singing of a hymn. Rev. Claihourne Johnson, of Bridge- 
port, read the scripture lesson and prayer was offered by Rev. Percy 
W. Back, of Stonington. 

• 

The annual sermon was preached by the Rev. Jonathan G. Osborne, 
pastor of the Danbury Baptist Church, who spoke on the topic, “Can a 
Baptist Know God?”, from the text, John 17:3. In dealing with the 
subject Mr. Osborne first defined a Baptist as one who believes the 
Bible, the fatherhood of God, the saviour of Jesus, the leadership of 
the spirit and the brotherhood of man. He defined God as the Father, 
the creator and the inspirer of men. He showed not only the possibil- 
ity but also the necessity of a Christian having a growing knowledge 
and intimacy with God, declaring that no man could be a real Baptist 
and not know God. He closed with the declaration that “We Baptists 
are producing much evidence that we know God,. The work of our great 
societies and institutions is convincing the world, and in many obscure 
places many, both old and young, are showing forth the glory of the 
knowledge of God. In our own church we have a group, composed of 
young peoiple with a few older ones, who are ready to gO' out on any 
service for their Lord. They visit the sick and shut-in, hold meetings, 
sing, pray, witness for Christ, and invite people to come to Him. The'y 
know God, and, thank God, there are many such groups. But God 
knows you, whether you know Him or not. If you know Him that will 
be known of you, and it is written, ‘The people that do know their God 
.shall be strong, and do exploits.’ Let us move forward.” 

The full text of the sermon is not published through the request of 
the preacher. This request is in keeping with the suggestion of the 
Second Survey that the publication of sermons in Convention Annuals 
should be omitted.

Tuesday Afternoon 

The afternoon session was called to order by President Pitt. 

The Committee on Evangelism reported through Rev. Chas. H. 
Heimsath. (See page 80). Voted: That the report of the Committee 
on Evangelism be adopted. 

After the singing of a hymn, Mr. Heimsath then introduced Rev. C. 
H. Stull, of Ohio, the newly appointed Director of Evangelism for Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island, who then conducted the devotional service. 

Mr. Stull told briefly of his work in Ohio and spoke of some pre- 
requisites to evangelism and said that behind everything else was a 
man clothed with the spirit of God. The pastor is the key man. The 
message must be clear, earnest and unmistakable and must come from 
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conviction and a consistent life. There must also be behind the mes- 
sage an emotion that comes not from suiperstition, hut from heart in- 
terest. 

After the singing of a hymn, Miss Ethel L. Ryan, Arizono, repre- 
senting the Woman’s Society, was introduced and spoke on “Work 
among the American Indians”. 

Miss Ryan said she had worked three years among the Italians in 
Hartford and had been ten years with the Indians whom she greatly 
loved. They are an American problem. They will soon no longer be 
wards of the nation and President Hoover is determined they shall 
have a square deal. Many stirring incidents were told of the progress 
of religion in the lives of these people. 

Dr. G. Clifford Cress, of the Board of Missionary Cooperation, New 
York, was then introduced, and spoke on ‘The Second Survey”. He 
said the :Survey was the inventory of the scope of our work. The ig- 
norance of our activities is appalling. We are' not a dying concern, but 
we are more alive than ever. The Survey is a great record of a great 
denomination’s impact upon the world for Christ. He spoke of plans 
for its use in the church, Sunday school and home. It is a text-book 
for Bible classes, women’s groups and reading contests. 

After the singing of a hymn. President Pitt introduced Mrs. Honore 
Willsie Morrow, New York, author of “Splendor of God”. 

Mrs. Morrow said she started as a writer a few years ago, while 
in her teens, and spoke of the difficulties of securing recognition. Her 
first story was rejected, but after being rewritten, was purchased for 
110.00. Writing must be its own reward. S'he put ten years of life in 
her story on Abraham Lincoln. Dramatically she told of how she came 
to write her story of Adoniram Judson. For material she ransacked 
Rangoon, Burma, the British Museum, American libraries and informa- 
tion obtained from persons. She found Judson was a combination of 
pioneer and crusader,— New England at its highest and noblest. He 
was 100 years ahead of his time in his conception of God and almost 
lost connection with Him. But he found God in the worn Testament 
apparently in answer to his appealing prayer for knowledge, dropped 
from his pocket to the ground before him. Mrs. Morrow spoke touch- 
ingly of her religious experience, in which something was lacking until 
she met Judson. She believes her book is a real record of a great man. 

The offering was then taken. After the singing of a hymn, the 
Storer College Quartette sang a selection. 

President Pitt then introduced H. G. McDonald, D.D., President 
Storer College, Harpers Perry, West Virginia. 

Dr. McDonald congratulated this country in producing the second 
great apostle of freedom, John Brown, who gave his life that another 
race should be free. He said Baptists had wrought wondrously in es- 
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tablisliing the outposts of colleges for colored people in the southern 
states. We were bolstering up a great new understanding between the 
races. There is much religion in the sonth and it is being manifested 
in a large way in a brotherly attitude. The harvest of the efforts put 
in work among colored people in the south by Northern Baptists is 
worthy of all they have done. He mentioned the outstanding personali- 
ties which their work had produced. 

Rev. C. H. Heimsath reported from the Committee on Place and 
Preacner, recommending that the Convention next year should be held 
with the First Baptist Church, Bridgeport, and the preacher. Professor 

Wiliiam Lyon Pheips, New Haven, — aiternate. Dr. John Newton Lackey, 
Hartford. 

On request the Storer College Quartette sang again, the two lady 
members of which, were of Connecticut. 

The Convention adjourned after prayer by President McDonald, of 
Storer College, to meet in evening session at the Central Baptist 
Church.

The Laymen’s Banquet was held at 5:30 p. m., at the Bond Hotel 
under the direction of Rev. H. B. Sloat. There were nearly 300 men 
present. The speaker was Mr. H. Theodore Sorg, Newark, N. J., who 
spoke on the topic “Stewardship and Stewards” and gave a layman’s 
idea of the relationship that should exist between personality and 
money. Dr. J. F. Barton, president of the Layman’s Council, presided. 
The laymen passed a resolution endorsing Hugh M. Alcorn as an as- 
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sistant attorney general of the United States. The officers elected for 
the year were: Prsident, Dr. J. F. Barton, Hartford; Vice-President, T. 
T. Phillips, Bridgeport; Secretary, Rev. H. B. Sloat, Hartford. 

The Woman’s Banquet was held at the Hartford Woman’s Club, at 
5:30 p. m. Mrs. Leroy M. Bennett was chairman of the banquet com- 
mittee and arranged the program which included music and addresses 
by “missionary guests”. Miss Mary L. Howard, president of the 
Woman’s Mission Society of Connecticut, presided. 


Tuesday Evening 

The evening session of the Convention was called to order at the 
Central Baptist Church by President Pitt at 8:00 p. m. 

After singing of patriotic hymns and prayer by Rev. John Newton 
Lackey, D.D., Hartford, the Storer College Quartette sang two selec- 
tions. 

President Pitt then introduced Gifford Gordon, Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, who spoke on “American and World Leadership”. 

Mr. Gordon in a most stirring, convincing and forcible address said 
he was glad the Convention was awake to the importance of America’s 
prohibition action. He had been making a study of this question for 
years and concluded that the prohibition action of Australia and the 
world was dependent on the action of America. If America fails, the 
cause world-wide would be dragged down. He showed by statistics 
that liquor conditions had been much improved by prohibition. The 
Canadian system of government control is a failure. While there is 
drinking among young people here yet far worse in rum countries. The 
prohibition amendment whs the world’s greatest humanitarian legisla- 
tion. He pleaded for everyone to hold fast to it, for the rest of the 
world was depending on America. 

The evening offering was then taken. 

Rev. Ellis Gilbert, West Hartford, submitted a resolution from the 
Resolution Committee as follows: — 

“The Connecticut Baptist Convention, assembled in annual meet- 
ing, desires to express itself as strongly in favor of the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law and of making affective the provisions 
of the Eighteenth Amendment. We, therefore, believe that Presi- 
dent Hoover should have the fullest cooperation in his avowed pur- 
pose to make prohibition effective. 

We have Confidence in Hugh M. Alcorn, who has been suggested 
for the position of assistant attorney general of the United States. 
We believe him to be able, fearless, honest and aggressive, and 
splendidly fitted for this important Federal position. We unite in 
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urging Senator Hiram Bingham, and others, who oppose the ap- 
pointment of iMr. Alcorn to withdraw their opposition. In case the 
opposition continues, we urge President Hoover to submit Mr. Al- 
corn’s appointment to the Senate. No matter that Congress has to 
consider is of greater importance than the honest enforcement of 
the law, and if need be, let other matters rest that the matter of 
law enforcement may be done effectively by the man the President 
has chosen, namely, Mr. Alcorn, who has shown himself, as de- 
serving of the confidence of all good citizens.” 

Voted: That the resolution be adopted. 

After singing of a hymn, the Convention adjourned with prayer by 
Rev. Frank B. Haggard, Hartford. 


Wednesday Morning 

Wednesday, October 16th, the Convention was called to order at 
9:30 a. m., by the second vice-president, Mrs. Allen W. Brown. Prayer 
W'as offered by Rev. J. C. Jackson, D.D., Hartford. The Storer College 
Quartette sang.

After the singing of a hymn. Rev. Ellis Gilbert, West Hartford, sub- 
mitted a further report of the Resolution Committee. (Bee page 99). 
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Voted: That the report of the Committee on Resolutions be adopt- 
ed. 

Rev. David P. Gaines, Waterbury, submitted the report of the Com- 
mittee on Revision of the Constitution and By-Laws. (See page 100). 

Voted: That the report of the Committee on Revision of Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws be adopted. 

Vice-President, Mrs. Allen W. Brown, introduced Mrs. Norman Bur- 
gess on behalf of “Missions”. Mrs. Burgess spoke of the contents of 
this great denominational magazine and urged every family to become 
a subscriber. 

Miss Mary L. Howard, president of the Woman’s Mission Society, 
was introduced and spoke on “Ambassadors”. Miss Howard said we 
are all ambassadors of God. God’s need is men filled with love to 
stress the missionary work of the churches, — going out in a “Win One” 
Campaign. The ambassador is to interpret to others the message of 
Christ. Miss Howard urged prayer and aggressive work in the different 
societies. 

After singing of a hymn, Dr. Owen C. Brown, religious education 
secretary of The American Baptist Publication Society, Philadelphia, 
was introduced. He spoke on “Teaching for All Ages”. Dr. Brown 
spoke of the extent of the publications of the Society and the changes 
in conditions of life requiring new standards of living. Eighty-five per 
pent of new religious buildings are now for Bible schools. We are 
tempted to be content without reaching our l^est. There are enough 
workers in our Bible schools to evangelize America and uplift the 
standards of the world if they were equipped and enthusiastic for their 
job. The call and challenge is, how well are we doing our job? Young 
people should be required to answer the question, what am I going to 
do with my life? Our work is to send out young people fitted to stand 
the test of life and lift up the standard high. 

A devotional service was led by Rev. Harold B. Camp, New Haven. 
His theme was “Jesus and Optimism”. He said, in part, Jesus was the 
great optimist. This is revealed in three .sayings especially (1) “Thou 
shalt see greater things than these”. (2) “Greater works than these 
shall ye do”. (3) “Be ye therefore perfect even as your Father in 
Heaven is perfect”. The optimism of Jesus doesn’t rest upon what we 
are today, but on what we might be tomorrow. Jesus will save and 
bless and make perfect with His power. The Rev. Mr. Camp closed 
with prayer. 

Mrs. Elbert E. Gates was the Convention pianist. The choristers 
were Rev. George R. Atha and Rev. Francis C. Wheaton. 

The Convention adjourned.

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Report of the 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 


The Board of Managers to 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention 

Greeting: — 

Your Board of Managers respectfully submits its one hundred 
sixth annual report covering its activities for the Convention year of 
1928-1929 

Meetings of the Managers 

The Board and Executive Committee held its regular meetings as 
provided for by the Constitution and by-laws of the convention. In Oc- 
tober and April the Board held its meetings and the Executive Com- 
mittee in January and July. The Committees of the Board have been 
faithful and careful in the consideration of business in the department 
under their supervision. With one or two exceptions all the members 
have attended the meetings or given explanation if absent. These 
members freely give their time and have rendered a real service to the 
denomination within the state. 

Vacancies in the Board 

Three vacancies have been created dui’ing the year. Two veteran 
members, who served the Convention for a long period of years, pass- 
ed on to their rest and reward. The Reverend Henry Marcus Thomp- 
son, D. D. died November 14, 1928. Dr. Thompson was elected to mem- 
bership on the Board in 1894 and continued until his death to serve 
the Convention as a member of the board, the executive committee and 
chairman of the committee on aided churches. From 1906 to 1910 he 
was president of the Convention. His relationship with the Convention 
and The Connecticut Baptist Education Society and his successful pas- 
torate in Memorial Church, Hartford, 31 years and First Stonington, 7 
years, made him a prominent and influential power in the religious life 
of Connecticut. Dr. Thompson was a veritable “father in Israel,” sym- 
pathetic in his attitude, wise in his counsel and ever ready for any good 
work. 

Deacon William O’Neil died December 9, 1928. He was elected to 
the Board in 1908 and served the Convention in this capacity and as a 
member of the executive committee until his death. He was faithful 
in his devotion to the program and work of the Convention and was 
constant in attendance at the meetings. His sturdy, loyal personality 
won for him, a high place in the esteem and affection of his fellow ser- 
vants of Christ. That loyal devotion was shown, also, in his life and 
work as a member and deacon of the First Church, Waterbury. 
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Rev. Chester H. Howe, resigned as a member of the Board, as he 
had accepted a call to the pastorate of a prominent church in Lynn, 
Massachusetts. He was elected to the Board in 1923 and has served, 
in addition to board membership, as a member of the executive com- 
mittee and chairman of the committee of religious education. His ser- 
vice has been invaluable and fellowship in service and socially has 
been delightful. He was pastor of the First Church, New London for 
nine years — years of fruitful service. 

Scope of Service 

The scope of the service of the Convention covers all the Baptist 
interests within the state, affiliation and cooperation with the Northern 
Baptist Convention, friendly and financial relations with Baptist or- 
ganizations and interdenominational societies in Connecticut. Its min- 
istry includes advisory and helpful contacts with churches needing fin- 
ancial assistance, seeking new pastors and setting up or carrying on 
promotional, evangelistic and educational programs. The care of real 
estate of which it holds title, covering all of it with adequate insurance, 
providing for necessary repairs. Helping when possible worthy and 
well qualified ministers seeking pastorates. Supervising and material- 
ly aiding the churches and missions among the New Americans. Ad- 
ministering the funds of the Convention, permanent and operating and 
acting as trustee for funds the income of which is payable to churches 
or Individuals. Your Board carries on the administrative, financial, 
missionary and fraternal activities of the Convention under the direc- 
tion of the finance, aided churches, new Americans and evangelistic 
committees and the general secretary. 

Promotion and Collections 

The promotion of the denominational program, which includes For- 
eign and Home Missions, Board of Education of the Northern Baptist 
Convention and the collecting of the missionary offerings from the 
churches is under the direction of associate secretary Rev. Horace B. 
Sloat and the committee of missionary cooperation. It is worthy of 
note that the contributions from the churches toward the missionary 
quota last year were far in advance of the previous year. More chur- 
ches paid their quota in full and the number adopting the payment of 
l/12th monthly increased. The recommendation of a year or two ago 
that churches adopt an adequate quota and accept responsibility for it, 
as they do for the local current expense budget, is gaining in favor and 
receiving favorable consideration. This department is financed by a 
special budget. (A full account of collections and promotional activ- 
ities will be found in the report of the committee of missionary co- 
operation in the annual.) 

Education 

The religious education department financed by the Convention in 
cooperation with The American Baptist Publication Society, is under 
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the direction of the secretary of religious education Rev. Oscar P. 
Campbell and the committee of religious education. This department 
supervises the educationaT work in the Sunday schools in the churches, 
the young people’s work, the Baptist Summer Assembly at Storrs, the 
Royal Ambassadors Camp in Woodstock, daily vacation schools and 
other phases of the religious training of the churches. (See full ac- 
count of the work of this department in the report of the committee of 
religious education in the annual.) 

Suffield School 

Suf&eld School, Dr. Brownell Gage, headmaster, closed a satisfac- 
tory year, from all points of view, in June. The attendance, record, 
and finances all testify to a year of success. Your Board of Managers 
from year to year has authorized an addition to the state missionary 
quota of a sum not to exceed $5,000. for the creation of an endowment 
fund of $50,000. to be known as “The Connecticut Baptist Endowment 
Fund of Suffield School.” This action of the Board has been endorsed 
annually by the Convention in annual session, thru the adoption of 
the annual report of the Board of Managers. The fund has reached the 
sum of $20,142.94. Rev. Raymond Maplesden, field secretary of the 
school for the last twenty-five years has retired from active service 
and has been pensioned by the school. The work done by Mr. Maples- 
den cannot be too highly commended. He began his work when the 
future of the school was problematic, with the outlook doubtful. The 
present flourishing condition of the school is in no small part due to his 
devoted work. He was a familiar figure in all parts of the state seek- 
ing students and financial support. He has earned a merited rest. 
Mr. Maplesden was formerly a missionary in India and pastor of the 
Middletown church. In addition to his work in SuflSeld, he has served 
as interim pastor in churches and as Sunday supply, where he has ren- 
dered helpful service. 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The Education Society, Rev. Burtt N. Timbie president, organized 
over a century ago for the purpose of aiding prospective preachers to 
secure proper training, receives an appropriation from the Convention. 
In recent years the policy has been changed and now includes aiding 
young women training for Christian service. The appropriation for 
last year was $1,875.00. (Full account of this society’s record for the 
year will be found in the section of the annual devoted to its work). 

Evangelism 

The committee on evangelism. Rev. Chas. H. Heimsath, chairman, 
has been active throughout the year. It was authorized by the Board 
to expend a sum not to exceed $2,000. to secure the services of Rev. 
Raymond Cooper, church visitation evangelist, for a period of eleven 
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weeks. Mr. Cooper set up and directed campaigns in different parts of 
our constituency. The total baptisms for the year was larger than the 
previous year. The committee recommended and the executive com- 
mittee of the Board, in cooperation with The American Baptist Home 
Mission Society and the Rhode Island Baptist Convention, authorized 
the engagement of a full-time evangelist or director of evangelism in 
the churches, who will divide his time between Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut. (Full particulars of the work of this committee will be found 
in the report on evangelism in the annual.) 

State Missions 

The State Convention is primarily a missionary organization. For 
this purpose it was organized in 1823, when its main object was the 
collecting of money for missionary work beyond the borders of the 
state. As the years passed needs developed within our state and the 
Convention became a “big brother” to struggling churches in rural, vil- 
lage and suburban areas. It planted and nurtured churches, which 
today are among our strongest and most loyal supporters. Its present 
program includes aiding churches which need help. The coming of the 
immigrants opened a new field some years ago and our convention 
recognized the problem of the “stranger within its gates” as an oppor- 
tunity for patriotic and Christian service. The Convention entered 
this field and is carrying on, in cooperation with the American Bap- 
tist Home Mission Society and local churches more work among the 
foreign-born, or New Americans, than any other denomination or all 
combined. These two types of work are supervised and directed by the 
general secretary, the committee on Aided Churches and the committee 
on New Americans. 

The following churches have received aid on the 
pastor’s salary for all or a part of the year:

The Convention is aiding several churches, some of which are in 
the above list, in reducing mortgage indebtedness. The policy adopt- 
ed in these cases is for the Convention to pay the interest and the 
church to reduce the principal by an amount equal to the interest of 
the first year of the agreement. The churches thus aided are as fol- 
lows. 

Calvary, Torrington, Rev. A. W. Warren pastor, is faithfully fulfill- 
ing its part of the agreement. This church annual pays its missionary 
quota in full, with the 6% increase added last year. It has accepted an 
increased quota for the current year. 

Montauk Avenue, New London, Rev. R. W. Ferguson pastor, ex- 
pects to complete the liquidation of its mortgage within the present 
year. 

Olivet, New Haven, Rev. C. B. Lumsden pastor, renewed its five 
year agreement with the Convention and is steadily reducing its debt. 

First Church, West Haven, Rev. Elvin Daniels pastor, had a change 
in pastors during the year. Rev. Bernard D. Adams resigned and 
Rev. Elvin Daniels became his successor. The indebtedness is being 
steadily reduced. 

New Hope, Danbury, Rev. J. Edward Harris pastor, has continued 
its exceptionally good record and within the year made another reduc- 
tion of its debt by the payment of $1,100. Within the current year the 
mortgage note will be paid and the goal of the agreement reached. 
The loyalty, devotion, and sacrifice of this group merits commenda- 
tion. In addition to its payments on debt and current expenses it an- 
nually pays its missionary quota. 

Olivet, Hartford, Rev. Major L. Johnson pastor, has for several 
years been helped by the Convention in the reduction of its mort- 
gage. September 1st. the new pastor, Mr. Johnson, began his pastor- 
ate with the church. The Convention is cooperating with the Hartford 
Baptist Union in aiding the church on the pastor’s salary. The loca- 
tion, the edifice and a full-time pastor gives promise of growth and 
service. 

There has been some changes in the list of aided churches. Sev- 
eral, because of the removal of the pastor, which automatically cancels 
the grant, have dropped from the list. These are St. Paul, Branford, 
Colchester, Fitchville, Warrenville and Swedish, New Haven. 

Some churches have been added as follows. First African, Rock- 
ville, Rev. A. E. Hendricks pastor; Stratford Baptist Church, which has 
been having student pastors, is now looking for a full-time resident pas- 
tor. The Board has agreed to make an appropriation toward the salary 
of a suitable minister. This is the only white Baptist church in the 
town, and ought to develop into a strong church. 
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The Second Church, Waterbury, Rev. Raymond J. Bates pastor, 
voted to federate with the South Methodist Church, located nearby, if 
suitable agreement can be made. This church has been aided by the 
Convention for several years. It has a good edifice and parsonage and 
is located in the southern section of the city. 

The Convention is cooperating, financially, with the Stonington 
Union Association in the support of Rev. Frank S. Robbins as associ- 
ational missionary. The Association presented the Convention with a 
new Ford Sedan for the use of the missionary and also appropriated 
from its funds 150.00 to the operating budget of the Convention. Mr. 
Robbins has majored on North Stonington Second and Laurel Glen 
churches. 

Some of the aided churches are located in suburban areas and will, 
under wise and talented leadership, become strong churches in the fu- 
ture. Some, by the circumstances in which they are, give no promise 
of numerical growth or future strength. These latter need assistance 
to keep alive the “fire on the altar” for the sake of the older people 
who live in the community and worship in the church, for the sake of 
the children particularly who when grown will go into larger com- 
munities and, if trained in the impressionable years, find a home and 
opportunity to serve in the churches in the larger centers. A host of 
church officials, Christian workers and ministers received their inspira- 
tion and early training in the churches) in the small town and rural 
community. Where there are children enough to justify a public school 
there are children enough for a Sunday school and a church service. 
Where the foreign born are taking the places of the old stock, it would 
be wise, if possible, for the daily vacation Bible school to be set up 
and thereby create confidence in the church and naturally and grad- 
ually make contacts with the families. 

All of these aided churches contribute to the missionary program 
of the state and denomination. The time has not arrived for the Con- 
vention to abandon a weak church because the future holds no ray of 
promise that it will become strong and large. It’s future iafiuence is 
in the boys and girls of its families and Sunday schools, who , will to- 
morrow be men and women in churches elsewhere. (For statistical 
data see table in annual.) 

New Americans — The New American mission work, which does not 
include the German and Swedish churches, which are classed with the 
American or Aided Churches, is carried on in four national groups, the 
Czecho-Slovaks, the Hungarians, the Italian and the Russian, with fif- 
teen stations and eleven missionary pastors and one woman mission- 
ary. As stated above the A. B. H. M. Society gives financial assistance 
toward the salaries of most of these missionaries. The Convention 
pays rent, supplies meeting place or is giving aid where a new build- 
ing has been erected. 
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The Czecho’Slovak missions are located in Torrington, Calvary- 
Church, and Bridgeport, German Church. Rev. Paul E. Skokan is the 
leader. He is a business man, formerly a missionary. The missions 
are flourishing under his leadership and are hopeful that a full-time 
leader may be secured in due time. 

The Hungarian work is carried on in three centers, the Hungarian 
churches in Bridgeport and Wallingford and the mission in South Nor- 
walk. The Bridgeport Church, Rev. Ladislaus Revesz pasto?, has had 
a good year. The Wallingford Church, Rev. Stephen Balogh pastor, 
will have a change in the pastorate, as Mr. Balogh resigned and closed 
his work September 30th. His faithful and devoted service has been 
a blessing to his group. The South Norwalk mission. Rev, Alexander 
Kinda, missionary, has made repairs and painted the edifice during the 
year. The major part of the labor was done by members of the mis- 
sion. 

The Italian work is located in two churches and four missions. 

The organized churches are the First Italian, New Haven, Rev. J. 
E. Parrella pastor, domiciled in the former Grand Avenue Church edi- 
fice, reports progress. This church entertained the Italian Baptist As- 
sociation, a national organization in September. It is supervised and 
aided by the New Haven Baptist Union. The First Italian Church, 
Meriden, Rev. D. Scalera pastor, needs larger quarters for its growing 
work. Its Sunday school crowds the building. Enlarged quaiters are 
imperative. This school is fortunate in its superintendent who is 
deeply interested in the school and the individual members of it. The 
church is supervised and aided by the First and Main Street Ciurches. 

The Waterbury mission. Rev. Arthur Ventura missionary, is rejoic- 
ing in the completion, dedication and occupancy of its new edifice. 
Prom its organization the mission has enjoyed the hospitalit: of the 
First Church. It has done splendid work and is among the best of the 
Italian missions in the country. The mission is supervised by the 
First Church. 

The Hartford mission. Rev. A. Roca missionary, continues its work • 
in the Village Street community house, where it is a tenant of the or- 
ganization which owns and uses that building. Several hours of the 
week are given to the mission to hold its preaching services, Sunday 
school and other activities. It looks forward to the day whan it can 
have its own meeting house. This mission is supervised and aided by 
the Hartford Baptist Union. 

The Bridgeport mission. Rev. Biagio Isgro missionary, is located in 
the Second Baptist Church, which is located in the section if the city 
convenient for New American work. If it were possible and prac- 
tical for the Second Church to move to an area of the city bftter suited 
for a progressive work among the people it does and can serve, this 
plant would provide an estimable center for greater service to the type 
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of citizen surrounding it. It is supervised by the Bridgeport Baptist 
Council. 

The Ansonia mission, Rev. Salvatore LoPresti missionary, is one 
of the fortulnate missions having its own commodious building, made 
possible by the First Church and a generous lady of wealth and public 
spirit, of another denomination, and by the cooperation of the A. B. H. 
M. Society ,hnd the State Convention. The mission is supervised by 
the First Church. 

The Riissian Evangelical Baptist Church of Connecticut, Rev. John 
Daviduk pastor, includes all the Baptist Russian groups within the 
state. Four stations are maintained and a fifth is being opened. The 
Hartford und Waterbury groups have their own buildings. The An- 
sonia and Meriden groups use rooms in the First Church and the Main 
Street Churches, respectively. Mr. Daviduk resides in Hartford, and 
by the use of an automobile presented to the Convention for his use, 
conducts and directs the services in the four places. Recently this 
energetic,* devoted minister, with a missionary heart and spirit, has 
opened ar^ additional station in New Haven. His full program made it 
necessary for him to surrender the editorship of ‘The Sower of Truth” 
altho he Is still its publisher. The printing and mailing of this re- 
ligious Rissian journal is done by him. Generous friends and the Con- 
vention provided him, a year or two ago, with a linotype machine and 
a suitable workshop. 

Miss (Hynthia Moore, Bridgeport, for several years the woman mis- 
sionary among New Americans in that city, is supported by the Con- 
vention aud the Bridgeport Baptist Council. During the past year the 
Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society asked to be relieved 
from its financial responsibility for her. The Convention assumed the 
society’s fehare in addition to that it already carried. She is secretary 
of the Council and available for service by any of the groups in 
Bridgepoilt. The W. A. B. H. M. Society supports a woman missionary 
in New I^ven and purposes to supply another for another field in the 
state, as soon as possible. 

Fraterial Relations — Baptist and Interdenominational 
' Woman’s Mission Society 

The Convention is in hearty cooperation with the Woman’s Mis- 
sion Society of Connecticut, Miss Mary L. Howard, Hartford, president. 
The society is represented on the Board of Managers by three of its 
officials. It has associational societies and its splendid organization 
keeps in vital contact with all the Baptist churches in the state. Its 
state and aisociational meetings are largely attended, the programs 
are always iispiring, instructive and helpful to the whole denomina- 
tional program. The auxiliaries are well organized and active. House- 
parties have proved to be towers of strength as promotional agencies. 
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These parties include the women and the World Wide Guild organiza- 
tions. In April, the society was hostess to the New England Districts 
annual meetings, which were held in the Central Church, Hartford. 
The Convention expresses its appreciation for the spirit, devotion and 
cooperation of this society, in part, by an annual appropriation of |200. 
to the current expenses of the society. Pull information of the so- 
ciety’s work and its officers is given in the Convention annual. 

Laymen’s Council 

The State Laymen’s Council, Dr. J. P. Bai’ton, president, is affili- 
ated with the Convention and with the National Laymen’s Council of 
the Northern Baptist Convention. It seeks to render among the men a 
service similar to that of the mission society among the women. It is 
closely identified with the Committee of Missionary Cooperation of the 
state. 

New England Baptist Conference 

The New England School of Methods receives |200. per year from 
the Convention, as its contribution to the excellent Summer School 
held annually at Ocean Park, Maine. The Board decided, because of 
the decided falling off of registrations from Connecticut that it is wise 
to sell the Coats-Connecticut cottage, which it has owned for several 
years, and appointed a committee to dispose of it as soon as a pur- 
chaser is found. Pull account of our activities in this project will be 
found in the report of the committee on religious education in the an- 
nual. 

Connecticut Federation of Churches 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention is a member of the Connecti- 
cut Pederation of Churches. The president of the council is Rev. D. 
P. Gaines, Waterbury, a member of our Board. Last year the Con- 
vention contributed $300.00 to the budget of the Pederation and is ap- 
propriating, in addition, $250.00 to the Storrs Church in recognition of 
its service to the Baptist youth of the state attending the Connecticut 
Agricultural College at Storrs. (See report of the Conveition commit- 
tee on federation of churches in this annual.) 

Publications 

The Connecticut Baptist our state bulletin continues :o be a useful 
source of promotional information and Baptist state news. If the pas- 
tor or someone in each church would send items of hterest in the 
church life it would help the paper and by the plans aid progress in 
the churches encourage each other. The nominal price of 25 cents per 
year makes it possible for every Baptist home to have it. We com- 
mend to the constituency, “Missions,” an unexcelled m.ssionary maga- 
zine, “The Baptist” and “The Watchman-Examiner,” wfekly periodicals

Finances 

The financial affairs of the Convention are under the supervision of 
the Board whioli works thru a finance committee, which advises in the 
investments aud projects of the Convention. When the treasurer’s 
books closed ok or about April 30, 1928, they showed a net indebtedness 
in the operating budget of $8,066.40. The report for year ending April 
30, 1929, shows the indebtedness liquidated and a surplus of $6.40 on 
hand. The treasurer. The Hartford National Bank and Trust Com- 
pany, holds tie permanent funds and transacts all business proper for 
a treasurer. (The operating budget derives its income from that part 
of the permanent funds, the income of which goes to the Convention, 
and its share in the unified budget of the Northern Baptist Convention. 
(See full rep')rt of the treasurer in this annual.) The Convention is 
the authorize! collector of missionary contributions from the churches 
and individuals in the state. It works thru the committee of mission- 
ary cooperation of the Board and Rev. Horace B. Sloat, agent. The 
committee eally in the year takes the amount suggested as a normal 
state quota aid by the use of certain factors suggests quotas to the 
churches for tieir consideration and acceptance.

Church Edifice Fund

At the melting of the State Convention held in Stamford last year 
the following recommendation was adopted: “That the Convention co- 
operate with 'ijhe American Baptist Home Mission Society and under- 
take to raise 4 church edifice revolving funds of not less than $150,- 
000. and that the Board of Managers is hereby instructed to take the 
proper steps fdf setting up such a campaign.” The whole matter was 
carefully revie-^ed by the Board of Managers and its Executive Com- 
mittee. The conclusion was reached that it is wiser for The Con- 
necticut Baptis^ .Convention to continue its present policy of aiding 
churches to secure loans from local banks by paying the interest on 
such loan for aTeriod of years, the church to reduce the principal 
by a sum not lesl than the interest of the first year. This policy has 
been very effectite during the years it has been in operation. The

Board would suggest, however, that sometime in the near future a sum 
be raised and added to the permanent funds, the income from it to be 
used in payment of interest on loans made to churches and societies. 

Recommendations 

The Board recommends to the churches the advisability of observ- 
ing sometime thru the year a ‘State Convention Sunday,” at which time 
the Convention, the nature of its organization, the different depart- 
ments of the work, its affiliations and its relation to the churches be 
emphasized. In a number of instances the secretaries of the Conven- 
tion will be available as far as time permits. 

The Board also recommends that the church officers give careful 
attention to the filing of the annual reports of the church and in other 
matters worthy of record in the Convention office. Attention to this 
will facilitate the work of the office and make it possible for a more 
complete record in the annual. It may not be known that the State 
Annuals are placed in the offices of all of our organizations, historical 
societies libraries — state and otherwise, and are used as books of ref- 
erence by many individuals and organizations outside of the state. 

Conclusion 

The year has been one of careful and persistent work on the part 
of the secretaries and committees of the Convention. It has been 
marked by advanced steps and the formation of forward looking plans 
and policies. All the constituency and its representatives have sought 
to do their part by gift and action to help make this world Christlike.

DEPARTMENT OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

Tlie growth of religious education in our churches is as imper- 
ceptable as the growth of a fruit tree, but its fruitage is more certain 
than that of the tree. This report is our annual effort to review^ the 
year’s work. 

The Publication Society and the Convention 

Under the leadership of Dr. Owen C. Brown, our new secretary ot 
the Department of Religious Education, we have continued the same 
policy as to program and finances. The new denominational “Survey’* 
gives the Publication Society credit for being one of the best conducted 
agencies of the denomination from a business standpoint and evalu- 
ates the evangelistic and educational work of its missionaries as one 
of the most fruitful influences in the churches. The profits derived 
from its business operations enables the Publication Society to cooper- 
ate with the Home Mission Society and the State Conventions in sup- 
port of a large body of missionaries. State directors and children’s 
workers now number fifty in The Northern Baptist Convention. Con- 
necticut shares in this good fortune to the extent of one-half the salary 
and travel expense of the religious education secretary and the direc- 
tor of children’s work. We should order our books and literature from 
our book stores for three good reasons: first, there is none better, 
and second, prices are no higher than other publications of equal mer- 
it and, third, all profits go into our missionary work. Furthermore, 
any book by any publisher may be purchased from our store in Boston. 

Conference for Foreign Language Missionaries 

The Home Mission Society, The American Baptist Publication So- 
ciety, the New York City Mission Society and the State Conventions of 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New Jersey and Pennsylvania unite in con- 
ducting an annual five day conference for missionaries employed by 
these societies to work among foreign speaking groups. The education 
directors in this territory take turns in heading up this conference and 
it was our turn this summer. There was an attendance of forty-two 
missionaries representing six nationalities: Czecho-Slovak, French, 
Hungarians, Italians, Poles and Roumanians. The purpose of this con- 
ference is to bring these groups into a closer Christian fellowship 
among themselves, to cultivate a better understanding of the mission- 
ary work of the denomination and to give practical training for meet- 
ing the problems in their fields of service. Classes on work with 
children and young people, parish problems, Bible, and preaching were 
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offered. The class on young people’s work was taught by our direc- 
tor and the class on children’s work was taught by Mrs. Jennie Reed 
Dixon, our children’s work director. Other classes were taught by 
seminary professors and well known pastors. 

Ocean Park 

Quite a few Connecticut people visited the New England Baptist 
School of Methods but only eighteen registered this year. During the 
year the Convention has made its contribution to the school and the 
education secretary has served on the committees and the faculty. 
The Connecticut house-party was discontinued this year as we have 
discovered the programs in Camp Haseltine and Camp Judson to be 
much better for the young people needing supervision. The Coats 
cottage was open from June to September under the care of Mrs. 
Elizabeth H. Wright, who has served most faithfully and efficiently for 
the last seven years. The house has been well filled with guests 
through the season, many of them people who have returned annually 
since Mrs. Wright has been hostess. The sale of this property has 
been authorized by the Board and it is probable that it will be sold be- 
fore another season. The School of Methods program is designed to 
bring the ministers and the volunteer workers representing all the 
educational and missionary organizations into conference under the 
best leadership of the denomination. 

Our Boys’ Camp 

A year ago the Board appointed a committee composed of represen- 
tatives of the religious education committee and the committee on 
missionary cooperation to set up a camp program for boys twelve to 
fifteen years of age. This committee worked out a program modeled 
after the Royal Ambassador Camp programs being promoted in the 
states by the Department of Religious Education in cooperation with 
the Department of Missionary Education. The religious education 
secretary was made the director of the camp and the secretary of mis- 
sionary education the business manager. A contract was made with 
the trustees of the Y. M. C. A. for the use of their camp equipment at 
Woodstock. This camp was given the “A” rating by the state health 
authorities, which means it was one of the best managed camp sites in 
the state. 

In view of the numerous other camps for boys this project was 
launched with some misgivings as to how generously our people would 
respond. We were happy to find the parents and church leaders 
anxious for just the type of program we announced. Fifty-five boys 
were there which was regarded by all as a great beginning. 

The purpose of this camp is to give the boys the proper balance of 
recreational and religious emphasis in the day’s experience, to so or- 
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ganize them in relation to each other and their camp leaders as to teach 
them positive social adjustment under Christian auspices and to lay the 
foundation for a vital interest in the great work of the church. In 
addition to the usual recreational features of a camp, two hours a day 
were devoted to group discussions and religious exercises. Classes 
were conducted in handcraft, Bible study. Boy Loyalties and biogra- 
phies of the great missionary heroes. Most interesting work was also 
done in nature study and Indian lore. The Convention, the churches, 
and the boys, owe a debt of gratiude to the pastors who gave so free- 
ly of their time and energy as leaders and teachers. We mention es- 
pecially in this connection: Rev. Ellis Gilbert, Rev. Emri Sites, Rev. 
P. A. Kilmister, Rev. Victor F. S calls e and Rev. Floyd L. Carr. 


Summer Assembly 

The Connecticut Baptist Assembly’s fourth annual session at Storrs 
was one of the "heavenly places” in the work of the year. Sixty- 
nine enthusiastic young people of high school and college age met fif- 
teen men and women, to share with them the “riches of grace” and 
Christian infiuence radiant in the lives of our greatest Christian lea- 
ders of youth. After spending two weeks in a fellowship like this 
these young people not only return better prepared and more con- 
secrated for leadership in their churches but their entire outlook on 
life and what they will make of it has been put on a higher plane. 
The church which sends its youth to Storrs not only makes an invest- 
ment in Christian leadership for the future but in the enrichment of a 
Christian life. Those of us who, as leaders, share the confidences and 
personal aspirations of this group of young people know much of the 
real joy of Christian service. 

All of the sixty-nine enrolled heartily participated in every fea- 
ture of the program, consisting of Bible study, missions, stewardship, 
teacher training and young people’s work every morning, and outdoor 
recreation and social and spiritual good times in the afternoon and eve- 
ning. 

Four took the diplomas awarded for three years’ attendance and 
full participation. All of them dedicated themselves to the purpose of 
living the fullest possible Christian life in a great consecration service 
held at the close of the assembly. 

Children’s Work 

Through an arrangement made with the Publication Society a year 
ago, Mrs. Jennie Reed Dixon, of Waterbury, was appointed as director 
of children’s work for Connecticut as a part of the work of the depart- 
ment of religious education. 

During the nine months of service, the most that she has at- 
temped is a survey of the children’s departments in our church schools 
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throughout the state, the results of which may he seen on the asso- 
ciation charts displayed at this convention. To date (September 27) 
40 churches have responded to the questionnaire sent to all the su- 


perintendents of the state as follows: 

Ashford Association 4 

Fairfield Association ; 4 

Hartford Association . 4 

New Haven Association 16 

New London Association 8 

Stonington Union Association 4 


The following information may be of interest: Of the 40 chur- 
ches reporting 24 schools provide separate worship for children and 
adults, 12 for two or more children’s groups, the rest having the little 
folks with the adults; 22 schools use the Keystone or some other grad- 
ed lesson series in the children’s division; 14 hold an annual Promo- 
tion Day; 10 churches make special provision for the church attend- 
ance of children by means of a Go-to-Church Band or Junior Congrega- 
tion; 10 churches only reported children under twelve uniting with the 
church. The survey is being continued this fall, and the director hopes 
by the end of the new convention year to have at least 60% of our 
churches lined up for a better children’s program. 

The director has not made the personal contacts with children’s 
workers that she had expected to. At the Baptist Assembly at Storrs 
she had three conferences, and has held one by special appointment, 
and has addressed two Workers’ Gonferences. She is ready to do more 
of this work. She was a member of the Storrs Assembly faculty and 
also taught in the conference for foreign-speaking missionaries at Bast 
Orange, N. J. 

The next new objective is the efficient organization of the state, 
with associational directors and a key-woman in each church through 
whom new materials and methods may reach the local church. So far 
three churches have reported such helpers. The only associational di- 
rector is Miss Dorothy Gilbert of Hartford. 

Young People’s Work 

The State Young People’s Council consisting of two young people 
from each association, appointed by the Convention, met once early 
in the year and planned the rallies to he held during the year and 
methods of communicating materials and suggestions to the churches. 
These communications deal with the subjects of the devotional life, 
stewardship, Christian service and leadership training, also the gen- 
eral denominational projects of the year. Suggestions about the sum- 
mer assembly were made which were laid before the program com- 
mittee. 
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Early in September, 1929, a party of leaders from twelve churches 
spent two days together in a shore hotel working out a project program 
for a model young people’s department in the average church. Rev. 
Richard Hoiland, of Chicago, was with, us and the Commission Plan of 
young people’s work was the method followed. The Commission Plan 
is designed to be our denominational program for youth in the local 
church. It divides the active membership of the youth of the ^^.hurch 
whether it be found in the form of a Christian Endeavor Society or 
some other organization, into five commissions, each of which plans 
definite projects for the year’s work and assigns definite tasks to each 
member, placing in their possession specific instructions and materials 
for successfully performing the task. It is quite evident that young 
people’s societies must work along these principles or not at all. It 
is gratifying to find a number of pastors and leaders of youth in the 
churches studying and using the Commission Plan this year. 


The Church Schools 

The secretary spent three days preceding the opening of The Nor- 
thern Baptist Convention in Denver, in conference with the Publication 
Society headquarters staff and the central and western states directors, 
working out the entire program for promoting religious education 
through the coming year. The Church School Improvement Plan, 
which has been our method of promotion for the last four years, was 
reviewed and it was discovered that the standards adopted by the In- 
ternational Council of Religious Education after several years of care- 
ful experiment were the most practical instruments yet devised for 
Sunday school leaders as guides in the direction of improvement. 
These were adopted and published under our denominational imprint 
for use in our churches. They are in the form of twenty page pamph- 
lets describing the use of general standards “A” and “B” and depart- 
mental standards for beginners, primaries, juniors and adults. Later 
standards on intermediate and young peoplei’s departments will soon be 
ready. 

We have not attempted to get full survey reports on improvement 
from all the churches. We know from personal contacts made that 
most of the schools work for improvement and more of them each year 
are using the suggestions worked out in our Church School Improve- 
ment leaflets. 

The editorial department of the Publication Society is revising the 
graded lessons and bringing them up-to-date in keeping with the ad- 
vancing standards of teaching religion. The new lessons for the chil- 
dren’s departments are making large use of Biblical material and at 
the same time guiding the teacher in the use of it, so that the teaching 
process is child-centered rather than material centered. This en- 
ables our teachers to be scientifically up-to-date without failing to 
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acquaint the child with the Bible. Our churches can now rest assured 
that Baptist lessons are among the best. 

A little more than five hundred teachers in our schools hold cer- 
tificates for standard leadership tramming. We have made a complete 
record of this so we are now able to give any teacher in the state in- 
formation concerning their credits. 

Through the year the usual visitation among the churches has 
been kept up. In several instances repeated visits have been made to 
the same church, affecting a complete grading and reorganization of the 
school. We have also participated in all important Conventions held 
in the state affecting the educational work of our churches. 

The State Council of Religious Education 

The secretary has taken an active part in the work of the Council 
of Religious Education during the year. The policy of this movement 
is to serve as an agency of federation for the denominations in cooper- 
ative religious education. There are still some who insist on making 
our interdenominational work a superimposed organization with a large 
and expensive staff of workers to serve the churches, independent of 
programs and leadership provided by the denominations. We are ad- 
vocating the policy of having every major denomination in the state 
employ their own state directors and bring these leaders together as 
the leaders of the State Council Program, This would obviate the 
necessity of constant appeal to the people for money to support a large 
state organization and at the same time guarantee a better response 
from the churches to our interchurch work. 

Vacation Schools 

It has been impossible to get a complete report of the vacation 
schools. Thirty-one churches are known to have held schools. Six 
of these were given financial assistance amounting to a total of $300.00. 
This money is provided by the State Convention and The American 
Baptist Publication Society. Supplementary reports and letters from 
pastors are enthusiastic as usual concerning the value of the vacation 
school in their churches. 

Conclusion 

This has been another year of good work throughout the chur- 
ches of the state. The secretary is grateful for the generous spirit 
with which those who have been asked to give their service have re- 
sponded. The task of teaching our Christian religion is tremendous 
and we hope our efforts may result in enlisting an increasing amount 
of the time and talent of our capable people in the work of evengeliza- 
tion and Christian nurture as it is represented in our program of Chris- 
tian religious education.

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Report of 

COMMITTEE OF MISSIONARY 
COOPERATION 

For the year ending April 30 1929 


Your committee held five meetings during the year. All suggest- 
ed plans for raising Connecticut’s share of the united missionary bud- 
get of the denomination were diligently examined and so far as 
adopted, brought to the attention of the churches. 

Very serious thought, on the part of the committee was given to 
two important phases of our state situation, with a view to bringing 
about first, a better understanding of the denominational program, 
as to its scope, its aims and consequently its claims upon the chur- 
ches for support, and second, what workable plans can be projected 
to interest the disinterested members in our churches, which will se- 
sure their full participation in the larger kingdom task. 

In the interests of a better understanding of our program, the 
chairman of the committee. Rev. David P. Gaines, sought to and did 
arrange conferences in several local churches between the leaders of 
these churches and the chairman and secretary of your committee. 
Where held these conferences resulted in a better understanding of the 
denominational program. 

Laymen Leadership 

The activities of the laymen began with a Round Table discussion, 
following a luncheon, in the Central Baptist Church, Hartford, Sep- 
tember 13, led by W. C. Coleman, chairman of the National Laymen’s 
Council, and his associate, W. G. Boyle. Out of this discussion grew 
the following objectives, which were adopted by the State Laymen’s 
Council: 

1. To promote evangelism in our churches by. the visitation 
method. 

promote an effective financial policy in our churches 

3. To promote in all our churches a better understanding and 
appreciation of our denominational objectives. 

The State Laymen’s Council, under the leadership of its president. 
Dr. J. F. Barton, held several meetings during the year to study how 
best to achieve the above goals in the local church. Several mem- 
bers of the council: Dr. J. F. Barton, T. T. Phillips, R. E. Allen and 
G. T. Bochman visited local churches in their respective areas with a 
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view to creating interest among laymen in these goals. Arthur M. 
Harris, president of The Northern Baptist Convention, met and ad- 
dressed Connecticut men at Stamford in connection with the State 
Anniversaries; at Hartford in the City Club, March 20th; in Norwich, 
Central Church, April 8th and in Calvary Church, New Haven, April 
25th. J. L. Case and Rev. Harold Camp arranged for Mr. Harris’ ap- 
pearance at their churches. 

Deputation Work 

This work is done in our churches by representatives of the field 
activities department in New York. The services of these men and 
women are available for church and group meetings without expense 
to those served. Last year Miss Elsie Happen and Miss Ida Cheese- 
borough visited all our associations, speaking respectively on “The Re- 
lation of the Local Church in Our Denomination ‘Set Up’ and Chris- 
tian Americanization.” Miss Happen visited and gave her message to 
the following churches: Montauk Ave., New London; First, Bristol; 
Central, Norwich; First, West Hartford; First, Bridgeport; Central, 
Hartford; First, New Britain and First, Wallingford. On page 3 will 
be found a graph illustrating Miss Happen’s address, and showing how 
local church authority, — a theory so precious in Baptist thought and 
polity, should be matched commensurately with the practical fact of 
local church responsibility. 

Owing to the ardor with which the A. B. F. M. S. pressed the cam- 
paign for the Judson Fund, few missionaries were available for depu- 
tation work. Special mention is made of two: Rev. A. F. Ufford, 
China, who visited our churches in Middletown, Plantsville, Ansonia, 
Shelton, West Hartford and Blue Hills, Hartford, and Rev. A. C. Bar- 
row, Burma, who spoke in Southington, Wallingford and Central, Hart- 
ford on the work of their respective fields. 

The Latchstring 

More than 7000 copies of the Latchstring were ordered by the 
churches, exceeding by 1000 the demand for the Chronicle of the pre- 
vious year. To stimulate interest in reading the Latchstrings, a small 
award was offered to the young person of high school age who would 
write the best 500 word essay on “The Latchstring,” noting its me- 
chanical “set up,” nature of material and the interest created in the 
church through reading it. Adults were asked to write a 700 word 
essay on the same conditions. Three adults wrote essays. The judges 
awarded first place to Mrs. Win. C. Ward of the Memorial Church, 
Hartford. Mrs. Ward was presented with a copy of the “Splendor of 
God.” 
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Mid-Year Meetings 

These meetings were held in First Church, Willimantic; First 
Church, Bridgeport; Central Church, Hartford; Calvary Church, New 
Haven; Central Church, Norwich and Union Church, Mystic. The 
team was composed of Dr. M. D. Eubank, Rev. Chas. S. Detweiler and 
Mrs. E. H. McKinley, representing our Foreign, Latin American and 
Christian Americanization work. Testimonials show these to have 
been the most interesting of our mid-year meetings to date. The ag- 
gregate attendance was the largest to date, approximately 1000 at- 
tending. Of this number were 59 ministers, 40 deacons and deacones- 
ses, 11 treasurers, 2 finance committee chairmen, 26 missionary com- 
mittee chairman and 31 Sunday school superintendents. The associ- 
ational committees, through their chairmen. Revs. H. E. Hodge, J. C. 
Hendrickson, Ellis Gilbert and L. F. Requa, R. W. Ferguson and George 
R. Atha rendered valuable assistance in promoting attendance at these 
meetings, as also did Mrs. Arthur M. Brown and Mrs. H. S. Palmer of 
the woman’s state organization. 

An award consisting of a set of missionary books was given to the 
church in each association sending the largest percentage of its mem- 
bership to the mid-year meetings. The following churches received 
the books: Ashford — Mansfield Depot; Fairfield — ^New Milford; Hart- 
ford-First, West Hartford: New Haven— First, Ansonia; New Lon- 
don-Third, Norwich; Stonington Union — Poquonock Bridge. On an- 
other basis the church entertaining a mid-year meeting, having the 
largest percentage of its membership present, was awarded a scholar- 
ship for the Storrs Assembly. The Union Church, Mystic won the 
scholarship. 


Stereopticon Department 

The year closing April 30, 1929 saw a marked increase in the use 
of stereopticon slides in the churches. In all there were 137 visual- 
izations, in which 237 lectures and hymn sets were used to picture the 
work on our mission fields at home and abroad. 


Financial Achievement 

» 

By May 1st of the last fiscal year seventy-one churches had fixed 
and adopted their own missionary quotas or adopted the quota sug- 
gested by the state committee. Eighty-two churches equalled or ex- 
ceeded their quotas. Forty-nine churches gave six per cent in addition 
to their quotas. Seventeen churches gave six per cent more than 
previous year but did not reach their quotas.

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WOMAN’S BAPTIST MISSION SOCIETY OF

Report of Corresponding Secretary 
October 14, 1929 

Our Woman’s Society has, as you doubtless know, a most efficient 
organization under the leadership of our beloved president, Miss Mary 
Howard, and carried on by ten Secretaries or Directors who have 
charge of the various activities of our work in the state. 

Among the projects accomplished this past year are the following: 
A Christmas offering of |1680; the promotion of, subscribing to, the 
Judson Fund; a campaign for increased subscription to “Missions” 
magazine; promoting the plan of sending in one-twelfth of the pledges 
to Hartford every month and checking up on the same; bringing more 
of our women’s societies to a standard of excellence; and planning the 
houseparty. 

A very large amount of White Cross work has also been done. 
Clothing, hospital supplies, bedding, toys, etc., have been sent over land 
and over seas. Connecticut was 100% in her quota. 

One very important branch of the work is the department of mis- 
sionary education, under which are fostered the Schools of Missions, 
Study Classes, and Missionary programs in the Bible School. Hun- 
dreds of our women are reading the missionary books listed every year 
in our Reading Contest. We are all working for the Association and 
State cups, given lo the society and state making the most points. 
This year Maine beat us badly. Our literature department sends out 
a great deal of interesting and instructive literature and has a display 
table at every State gathering. There is no doubt that our women 
are becoming better informed, therefore more interested. 

Thirty-six volunteer workers have gone among our foreign women 
this year, teaching them English and trying to be a friend to them in 
their need. 

Baptist girls at Connecticut College have a warm friend and ad- 
viser in our College Counselor, who strives to keep alive their Baptist 
affiliations. 

Our second Houseparty held in September at the Montowese 
House, Branford, was a most happy and helpful time of fellowship. 

women were present. The days were marked by a deeply spir- 
itual atmosphere which pervaded all the meetings, and by a spirit of 
devotion and consecration in all who attended. We are going forth 
to attempt greater and nobler things for Christ this winter.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
EVANGELISM 

October 15, 1929. 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention, 

Your Committee on Evangelism has concentrated the past conven- 
tion year on the state-wide campaign of visitation evangelism under 
the leadership of Rev. Raymond W. Cooper. The committee planned 
and projected an evangelistic campaign of eleven weeks duration, in- 
cluding a week of intensive effort in eleven strategic centers. It has 
endeavored to perform a worthy service in evangelism commensurate 
with denominational activities in other lines. In this it has had the 
full cooperation of the Board of Managers. An appropriation of $1800 
was voted" to make possible the work of Mr. Cooper. 

Though the results were not all that could be desired, your com- 
mittee believes that the Cooper meetings have been amply justified. 
30 churches participated, and many others were stimulated. The pas- 
tors from 26 cooperating churches reported 100 supper conferences 
held during the meetings, 453 visitors calling, 2001 calls made, 442 de- 
cisions during the meeting, actually received during the meeting 320 
(119 by letter and 201, by baptism), received later as a direct result 
of the meetings 202, total received 522. Pour churches contributed en- 
tertainment, and others contributed money to the amount of $797.26, to 
the convention, and $144.00 to local expenses. 

From a study of the pastors’ reports the following conclusions are 
apparent: 

1. Almost every church that cooperated even in the slightest de- 
gree received accessions. 

2. Those that were received later into the churches as the result 
of the Cooper meetings more than offset the number who made deci- 
sions during the meeting, but failed to join. 

3. A very few churches contributed entertainment. Most every 
church preferred to give a cash subscription. 

4. On the whole the financial results were not good. It is hard 
to finance this kind of work. It does not reach enough people in the 
church. The expense of such work, moreover, is large. 

5. The good results of the meeting are not to be measured only in 
the number that have been received into the churches, though this 
number is large. The visitation meetings put into circulation hun- 
dreds of people in our state. We will never be able to estimate the 
value of these calls. 

As it looks back on the campaign after a lapse of a few months, 
your committee believes one of the most important and permanent re- 
sults of the effort has been the acquisition of a new method of evan- 
gelism. Our pastors and churches have learned by experiment that 
visitation evangelism is practical and effective. The method works. 
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In some localities it is about the only method that will reach the un- 
saved. The churches have gained confidence in themselves and in 
their evangelical mission. A good start has been made, and in the 
next few years the churches will become increasingly accustomed to 
the method, and will grow more proficient in use. Visitation evange- 
lism has come to stay in Connecticut Baptist churches. 

The other achievement of your committee has been the securing of 
a director of evangelism for Connecticut in cooperation with Rhode 
Island, and with the assistance of the Home Mission Society. Here 
again we are indebted to the Board of Managers for its cordial sup- 
port. An appropriation was voted and your committee was empowered 
to secure as director. Rev. C. H. Stull Ph. D., for nine years director of 
evangelism in Ohio, and highly recommended for the position. At a 
joint meeting between your committee and the committee on evange- 
lism from Rhode Island, final arrangements were made, and an offer 
was made Mr. Stull, which we are happy to say has been accepted. 
He will soon take up his residence among us, and will devote three- 
fifths of his time to Connecticut, and two-fifths to Rhode Island. His 
salary and expenses will be prorated between Connecticut, Rhode Is- 
land, the Home Mission Society. Mr. Stull will not only conduct con- 
ferences, and institutes on evangelism, but will actually work with the 
churches in evangelistic endeavor. He is not the proponent of any one 
method of evangelism, but will use the form best suited to the needs 
of the community. 

Your committee would submit the following resolutions in the in- 
terest of our enlarged program. 

1. We welcome Mr. C. H. Stull heartily to our state as he comes to 
take up among us his important task, and we pledge him our loyal and 
prayerful cooperation. 

2. We urge every church in the state to make a serious effort 
at some form of evangelistic work at an opportune season during this 
convention year. 

3. We approve the method of visitation evangelism as being prac- 
tical, effective, and scriptural. We believe, however, that it can often 
be supplemented to advantage by preaching. 

4. We strongly recommend to our churches the program of the 
Committee on Evangelism of the Home Mission Society, under the 
leadership of Rev. Benjamin T. Livingston. The literature published 
by this committee is especially helpful. 

5. We would remind our churches that we have already started on 
the “Third Year” of the 1900th anniversary of our Lord’s ministry. 
We recommend the slogan adopted by the Northern Baptist Convention 
at Denver, “From Pentecost to Pentecost, June 8th, 1930, in World 
Wide Evangelism.” Let us cooperate heartily in the intensive effort 
our denomination is making at home and abroad to reach unsaved and 
unchurched multitudes. 
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In conclusion, it is our prayer that this year will be one great in- 
gathering, spiritual upbuilding and Christly service.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
FEDERATION OF CHURCHES 

Your committee on Federation of Churches would present the fol- 
lowing: Since we as a Baptist Convention last met. Rev. Morns E. 
Ailing resigned as Executive Secretary and Rev, L. H. Dorchester of 
Hartford was asked to carry on the work for the balance of the year 
on a half time basis. The annual meeting will be held in November 
and the arrangements beyond that meeting, as far as the Secretary is 
concerned, are not yet made known. 

The President of the Conn. Federation of Churches is one of our 
own men, the Rev. David P. Gaines of the First Baptist, Church, Wa- 
terbury. Last December Mr. Gaines attended the Federal Council 
meeting in Rochester, representing our State organization. In this 
way Conn. Federation keeps in touch with the national and interna- 
tional work. We are also associated with other states in their work. 

The primary work of the Federation is to encourage federation of 
churches wherever that end is desirable. It has counselled and helped 
in this respect in a number of cases this year. One new church fed- 
eration has been consumated this year — the Second Baptist Church 
and the South Methodist Church in Waterbury. Almost by unanimous 
vote of their members, they have adopted their federation constitution 
and by-laws. This is the first case in our State of two city churches to 
federate. 

During the year the Federation has opposed bills attempting to 
modify prohibition enforcement and to legalize race-track gambling in 
Conn. Bills were espoused looking to the tightening up of present 
gambling laws. The Federation has worked against large gambling 
lotteries in the State, succeeding in cleaning out one that operated 
over the State and in sending the proprietor to jail with a heavy fine. 
The lottery was one of the Government Treasury Balance class. 

The Social Service Committee has been active under Prof. Jerome 
Davis of Yale. Suggestions have come to the ministers from his desk, 
bearing on social conditions. 
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Honorable Horace D. Taft, Watertown, brother of the Chief Jus- 
tice, has kept Law Enforcement work very much alive. Mr. Taft 
made a telling speech at the legislative hearing concerning the pro- 
hibition law. 

The Committee on International Relations, with Rev. Roscoe Nel- 
son of Windsor Chairman, is keeping Peace propaganda before our 
Christian Churches. 

Special attention has been given to Storrs College. The teaching 
and financing of the two Bible courses at the Storrs College is carried 
on by the Federation and many students are taking these courses as 
electives for which they receive credit towards graduation. Towards 
this work our Conn. Baptist Convention has given generous financial 
assistance. 

With the growing call in our day for cooperation among all Chris- 
tian Churches in so many directions and with the increasing agitation 
of church mergers, the Conn. Federation of Churches surely is a valu- 
able and vital agency through which all the churches of the State can 
find expression and render service.

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REPORT OF MISSIONARY EDUCATION, 

1928-1929 

We feel that the year 1928-1929 has been a distinct advance over 
previous years, although we are far from reaching the goal we hope 
finally to attain. With this end in view, we urge, first, that every 
church, no matter how small, have its Missionary Committee, for on 
it rests the effectiveness of the Missionary Education program in 
that church. The committees will vary with the requirements or tne 
various churches, but their aim will be to make mission study and 
service vital factors in an educational program that will reach every 
age group, so that missions shall come to be the name for the spirit of 
Christian love and sympathy at work in the world. 

In 1923-1924, the Department of Missionary Education authorized 
the issuance of certificates with one seal attached, to churches which 
should attain 100 or more points on Missionary Education Standards, a 
new seal to be added each year the church qualified. It is now pos- 
sible to qualify for ten seals. I do not believe it is generally realized 
what an honor it is for a church to attain its certificate and seals. The 
last Handbook of the Womans’ Societies has this statement: “This 
year 1183 churches (in the Northern Baptist Convention) claimed cer- 
tificates or seals, as against 288 in 1923-1924. This is encouraging in 
that it means that an increasing number of churches are pianning and 
carying through a definite program.’’ The Standards are Systematic 
Presentation of Missions in the Bible School, Missionary Plays and 
Pageants, Debates, Attendance at Summer Conferences, Program 
Meetings, Five percent of the resident membership reading five books 
each in the Missionary Reading Contest, and the various courses in the 
Church School of Missions and Mission Study Classes. It is an hon- 
orable thing for a church to plan and carry through a definite program 
of Missionary Education, and there were eighteen churches in Connec- 
ticut which qualified last year. I think they deserve mention: Bristol, 
Blue Hills Hartford, Asylum Ave. Hartford, Central Hartford, West 
Hartford, Jewett City, Montauk Ave. New London, Waterford First, 
Central Norwich, Stamford, Bridgeport First, Stonington First, Daniel- 
son, Willington, Calvary New Haven, Meriden First, Sufldeld Second 
and Wallingford. Aren’t there other churches that will make the effort 
to attain the Standards this year and join these eighteen? 

Herbert Wright Gates in his text book on “Missionary Education 
in the Church” says “Missionary Education as part of the Sunday 
School program will reach a larger proportion of the total membership 
of the church than can be reached by any separate organization” and 
“if the children are to learn of missions as a vital factor in the life 
of the church and in their own Christian experience it must be made 
an integral part of their Sunday School training.” Missions in the 
Sunday School ought to be such a real part of the service that our 
children will grow up feeling its importance in the life of every Chris- 
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tion. Thirty-two churches reported on this Standard last year. Ex- 
cellent material for use in the Sunday School may he procured at small 
cost from 276 Fifth Ave., New York. 

Ten churches reported Schools of Missions, an increase of two over 
last year. There were 90 Mission Study classes, a decided advance 
over any previous year. As the success of the Study Class depends 
more largely on the quality of its leadership than on any other factor, 
we recommend that the churches increasingly encourage the atten- 
dance of men and women and young people at Summer Conferences 
with that end in view. We have good material for study and people 
will join classes for the six-week period if we can secure capable teach- 
ers. The value of the Church School of Missions lies in the fact that 
people will take an interest in definite, worthwhile projects of study for 
a limited time that could not be induced to join a class for an indef- 
inite time. “Roads to the City of God” by Basil Mathews, “All in the 
Day’s Work” by Godfrey Phillips and “Blind Spots” by H. S. Leiper are 
especially recommended for study. 

The Reading Contest has made a good start this year. The sixteen 
books in the National Missionary Reading Contest List recommended 
for the Contest in Connecticut this year are unusually readable, in- 
structive and helpful, and with one exception are in the young people’s 
lists, so that even the tired housewife will not find them beyond her 
reach. Forty-nine churches reported taking part in the contest last 
year, attaining 125,639 points. The goal this year is 250,000 points. 
The cost of the five books required for a church to enter the Reading 
Contest is not large, and in cases where there is interest but a lack of 
funds with which to buy them there are six Traveling Libraries given 
by the Womans’ Society of the state, one of which may be used for 
two months by any church on application. The libraries are all in 
use, some of them for the second time this year. They are too valu- 
able to lie idle a week. We hope that many churches will avail them- 
selves of this opportunity of entering the contest. We urge you not to 
look on the points awarded for reading the books as rewards, but as 
what seems to our National officers the best way of keeping a record 
of reading done. 

For Program meetings, “Following the Vision” is suggested by the 
Womans’ Societies, leading to the thought of our various interests. At- 
tractive material for use on the study books and the “Book of Remem- 
brance” can be procured from the office in New York. We want to 
call attention again to our unrivalled missionary magazine MISSIONS. 
To keep us in touch with our denominational doings and to furnish us 
with suggestions for programs, book reviews, and the work of all de- 
partments and different age groups, there is nothing that can take its 
place. The conscientious reading of each issue of MISSIONS counts 
ten points in the Reading Contest. 

Finally we need the inspiration that comes from prayer, but faith 
without works is dead, and if the churches are to carry out this pro- 
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gram of training up intelligent Christians, we must combine our pray- 
ers with a great amount of real work, in the expectation that if we 
attempt great things for God we may expect great things from Him.

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Report of the World Wide Guild 

As in former years our numbers remain about tbe same as tbe num- 
ber of new chapters formed during the year just about takes the place 
of the older chapters who have disbanded to enter the Woman’s So- 
ciety. Some of our former members are sponsoring younger chapters 
and some of our women are acting as counsellors for the junior Guilds, 
now in the majority. 

Our four fold program of Mission Study, Missionary Benevolence, 
White Cross and Prayer for Missions has been actively carried out in 
most chapters. The Reading Contest (five books — two Home Mission- 
ary two Foreign and one inspirational) was won by seven chapters 
each member having read the five books, thereby receiving the W. W. 
G. picture award. In addition, many books were read, the points gain- 
ed counting on the church reading contests. Program meetings using 
the study books suited to the various ages have been held in most 
chapters, and many have cooperated with the various Church “Schools 
of Missions’’ or have held separate Mission Study Classes. Our quota 
of $2000 for the special Guild Fund, given over and above the regular 
church envelope system and use for the general work of the denomin- 
ation was raised. This also counts- on the church missionary quota. Our 
White Cross work under the direction of our own secretary. Miss J. 
Laura Woodhall of Stamford has been most encouraging. We are try- 
ing to stress the use of the “Book of Remembrance’’ as an aid to inter- 
est in our missionaries. 

Representatives have been sent to Northfield, our State Confer- 
ence at Storrs and the Guild State House-Party. This latter gathering 
is always looked upon as the “high spot’’ of the year. This time, our 
ninth, we held our meetings for a week-end at the Indian Point House, 
Stony Creek. While the attendance, for various reasons, was smaller 
than usual, the spirit was fine and we all felt that the place was ideal 
and that we would like to have it for a permanent meeting place. The 
program arranged was called a “Garden Convention” the garden idea — 
from “Preparing the soil” — ^^Seed Cataloguesi” “cultivation.” “Tender 
Annuals” (our juniors) “Hardy Perennials” (Our seniors) ‘Everlast- 
ings” (Our Women) and many kindred subjects, being used throughout. 
A fine exhibit of Literature from our Board rooms resulted in a good 
sale. All phases of our work were studied and the results ought sure- 
ly to show in our work during the year to come. The culminating ser- 
vice on Sunday morning, led by our visiting missionaries Miss Luella 
Adams of West End Community House, Boston and Dr. Clara Leach of 
China, was most impressive. A number of our girls are preparing for 
life service and three are in active service on the foreign Field. Miss 
Louise Jenkins in Japan — ^Missi Elsie Root in Burma — and Miss Myrtle 
Denison in West China. The silver candle-stick given by the Woman’s 
Society of the state to the chapter winning most points on our State 
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standard was won by Meriden Main St. As this is the third year for 
this chapter to qualify the candle-stick was given them to keep. Since 
then the Woman’s Society has given another. This standard has 
points for all phases of -Guild and Church work. Our Inter-State Union 
taking in chapters in Stonington Union and New London Associations 
and Westerly, Rhode Island holds two very successful meetings each 
year. 

At the District meeting of the New England women a Guild Ban- 
quet was held at the Asylum Ave. Baptist Ghurch in Hartford. All as- 
sociations were represented and a fine program was given after the 
supper. 

National Guild Vesper Sunday (the first Sunday in December) was 
observed by many chapters. Pageants being given in many cases and 
pledges for the special Guild Fund received. 

Our plea is always for renewed interest on the part of the women 
and older girls in helping us to carry out our Guild program. The fu- 
ture of the Woman’s Society of the state rests with these younger girls 
w'ho ought to be trained in missionary affairs. We know of no better 
W'ay than a well planned -Guild program. If there isn’t a chapter in 
your church will you try to interest those who may help tO' form one?

Report of the Children’s World Crusade 

We have in the State of -Connecticut 25 Crusader Companies, 11 
Herald Bands and 2 Jewel Bands. Three of these Crusader Compan- 
ies and 2 of the Herald Bands are not organized as such, but are study- 
ing and giving to Missions in connection with their Church School edu- 
cational program. There are included in these various groups 8‘35 
children. 

Practically all of the companies report White Cross work done — 
which has been sent to mission schools and stations in the United 
States and abroad. 

The children are 
keenly alert where children of other races are concerned and have 
been very eager to read the many mission books which were submitted 
for the Reading Contest. 550 books were read. Some of the groups 
will continue the reading during the year. Of great value has been 
the collection of books and the formation of children’s libraries in the 
Church Schools. 

At the Spring Rally of Crusaders and World Wide Guild groups, a 
company of children from the Blue Hills Baptist Church presented the 
candle lighting service written by June Osgood. 

$515.00 was the amount reported as contributed by the children to 
our whole missionary task.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
MINISTERIAL STANDING 

During the Convention year a very interesting situation developed 
in connection with the life of the Dunham Memorial Church at Mans- 
field Depot. For sometime Brother Howell had been at work there 
and was meeting with no little success. It transpired that one condi- 
tion of the church’s receiving income from its endowment funds was 
that it should have as pastor a Baptist minister “in good and regular 
standing.” The question was raised as to the meaning of the phrase 
“in good and regular standing.” Legal opinion was taken and that 
opinion was to the effect that at least one requirement involved was 
that the pastor of the Dunham Memorial Church should be an ordained 
minister. The fact that Brother Howell was not ordained presented a 
serious problem to the church. 

The facts in the situation were brought to the attention of the 
chairman of the Committee on Ministerial Standing through Brother 
Sundt the representative on the committee from the Ashford Associa- 
tion. After an unsuccessful effort to secure a meeting of the commit- 
tee, the situation was laid before the members of correspondence. The 
practically unanimous opinion of the committee was that the church 
should be encouraged to call a council to advise as to the ordination 
of their pastor. 

Such a council was called. Mr. Howell passed a most satisfactory 
examination and the council unanimously recommended ordination. 
The ordination was held on the evening of Sunday, March 3, 1929. 

During the Convention year there may have been other ordinations 
of which your committee has had no official information. We suggest 
that it would be of great help in our efforts to build up a ministry of 
authority among the churches if it were understood by the churches 
and permanent councils that in all councils for ordination the State 
Committee on Ministerial Standing should be represented. 

We also suggest that the Convention place itself on record as fa- 
voring heartily the national movement to improve our method of in- 
troducing ministers and churches.

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REPORT OF THE OBITUARY COMMITTEE 

Henry Marcus Thompson 

H. M. Thompson was born in Windsor, Vermont, Nov. 26, 1854, and 
died at Poquonock Bridge, Connecticut, November 14, 1928. He grad- 
uated at Colby College in 1878 and was at Newton Theological Institu- 
tion from 1878 to 1880. He was pastor at St. Mary’s, Ohio, May, 1880 
to Nov. 1881, Iowa City, la., Nov. 1881 to April, 1885, Iowa Palls, April, 
1885 to Aug. 1888, Memorial church, Hartford, Conn., Aug. 1883 to 
Nov. 1919, Stonington, Nov. 1919 until April, 1928. He received the 
degree of D. D. from Colby College in 1906. He was chaplain of the 
Connecticut Senate from 1895 to 1897 and president of The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention from 1906 to 1910, inclusive. His record is a noble 
and shining one. 

Albert Gallatin Lawson 

A. G. Lawson was born in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 5, 1842, and 
died March 8, 1929, in his eighty-seventh year. He was licensed in 
1858 by the North Church, New York city, and ordained June 12, 1862, 
by the Perth Amboy Church, New Jersey, where he was pastor until 
1866. He-was educated at the College of the City of New York and at 
Colgate. He received from Colgate University the degrees of M. A. 
in 1876 and D. D. in 1883. He was pastor at Poughkeepsie from 1866 
to 1867 and of the Greenwood church, Brooklyn, from 1867 to 1884. 
From 1884 to 1891 he was corresponding secretary of the Missionary 
Union. He was pastor of the North church, Camden, N. J., from 1891 
to 1902, Newark, N. J., from 1902 to 1905, general secretary of Colgate 
University from 1906 to 1909, pastor of the First church, Waterbury, 
Conn., 1909 to 1912, and Woodside, N. Y., 1912 to 1918. In 1913 he was 
instructor in the Italian Department of Colgate University. He was 
secretary of the Board of Managers of the Missionary Union from 
1906 to 1910. He was chairman of the Administration Committee of 
the Federal Council of the Churches of America and in 1921 was presi- 
dent of the Baptist Education Society of New York State. He was 
clerk of the Long Island Association from 1870 to 1884. For seventy 
years a good minister of Jesus Christ, he retained until his last ill- 
ness the youthful vigor that had characterized him when a boy preach- 
er. He was the father of Rev. George Benedict Lawson. 

Artemas Ward Reynolds 

A. W. Reynolds was born at Springwater, N. Y., graduated at Col- 
gate University, B. A., 1885, M. A., 1888. He was a graduate also of 
the theological department. He was licensed in 1879 by the First 
church, Harrison, N. Y., and ordained in 1888 by the First church, Cor- 
ry, Penn., where he was pastor from 1888 to 1890. He supplied the 
church at Yalesville, Conn., from 1890 to 1893, receiving the degree of 
Ph.D. at Yale in 1893. That same year he became professor of Italian 
and other languages in Crozer Theological Seminary. Other pastor- 
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ates were at Salem, New Jersey and seven years at Broad Street 
church, Philadelphia. He died June 15, 1929, at his home in El- 
mira, New York. 

Charles Edward Smith 

Charles E. Smith was born at Pall River, Mass., Jan. 22 1835, and 
died September, 1929. Graduate of University of Rochester, 1860, 
Rochester Theological Seminai’y, 1863. In 1891 received D. D. from 
Rochester. Ordained in Pawtucket, R. I., August 1, 1863. Pastor in 
Pawtucket 1863-1868, Cincinnati, Ohio, 1868-1870. In business and sup- 
ply Pulton, N. Y., 1870-1871. Pastor Calvary church. New Haven, 
Conn., 1871-1875. He was the fii’st pastor of this church. Syracuse, 
N. Y., 1876-1882. Pastor at Predonia, 1895-1900. He became pastor 
emeritus until the time of his death. Dr. Smith v/as author of “The 
Baptism in Pire,” “The World Lighted,” “The Pacts of Paith.” He 
was father of Grace Smith Richmond well known author of popular 
books, among them the “Red Pepper” series. He was a scholar, a lov- 
able personality, fine pastor and greatly beloved in a large circle of 
friends extending over the wide field of his activities.

Committee on Resolutions. 

PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

By-LAWS OP THE CONVENTION 

Article I. Meetings of the Convention 

The committee recommends that Section 4 be dropped, leaving the 
program committee to arrange the order of the sessions. 

BY-LAWS OP THE BOARD OP MANAGERS 

Article I. Meetings of the Board of Managers 

The committee recommends that Section 1 be changed to provide 
for the meeting of the new Board following the Convention within 
one month of the adjournment of the Convention, instead of “be- 
fore the adjournment.” The reading will be as follows: 

“Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings 
during the year, as follows: One within a month after the 
adjournment of the Convention; one on a date in April, deter- 
mined by itself; and one on the day preceding the next Annual 
Meeting of the Convention.” 

The Committee further recommends that Section 3 be changed to 
empower the Board to fill vacancies occurring in its membership 
during the interim between Convention meetings, as follows: 

“Section 3. Absence of a member from two successive meet- 
ings of the Board, unless excuse is offered to the President, 
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shall be considered as creating a vacancy. Removal of any 
member from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 
The Board shall have power to fill vacancies occurring in its 
membership during the interim between annual meetings of 
the Convention.” 

Article II. Duties of the Board of Managers 

The committee recommends the amendment of Section 12, Para- 
graph B, as follows: 

“B. Finance Committee, consisting of five members, includ- 
ing the President.” 

Article III. Duties of the Committees of the Board of Managers 

The committee recommends that Section 1, Paragraph (c), be 
changed as follows: 

“The representative of the Convention on the Board of Mis- 
sionary Cooperation shall be elected by the Board of Mana- 
gers. He (or she) shall be nominated by the Committee of 
Missionary Cooperation and shall be by virtue of this election 
also a member of the Committee of Missionary Cooperation.” 
The committee recommends that Section 2, Pargraph (a), be 
changed to read as follows: 

“The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the 
handling of all the Convention Funds, in the investing of 
trust funds, and in the sale and transfer of Convention proper- 
ty, subject to authorization by the Board of Managers.” 

The committee recommends that Section 8 be changed by the add- 
ing of another paragraph, as follows: 

“(e) Seven members shall constitute a quorum.”

Note. A suggestion was made to the committee that some think 
Saturday and Sunday would be more convenient days on which to hold 
the annual meeting of the Convention than Tuesday and Wednesday, 
as at present. We pass this suggestion along for any action the Con- 
vention may wish to take. The Convention has power under the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws to change the meeting date by vote without pre- 
vious notice. 

It should be noted that by the Constitution, By-Laws governing the 
oflices of the Treasurer and the Finance Committee can be changed 
only by vote after a year’s notice. Hence the above recommendations 
affecting those ofiices cannot be acted upon until next year. Other 
changes recommended may be voted upon at the present Convention 
meeting. 

Voted: The Board of Managers be given power to fixe the dates of 
the next meeting of the Convention at such time as it may deem advis- 
able.

CHARTER 
Passed May, 1820 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in Generai Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Caleb Moore, 
Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha Cushman, 
Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont Brockett, David 
Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, David Turner, Jere- 
miah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., Orra Martin, Asa Tal- 
madge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, Elijah Pilley and their as- 
sociates, be, and they are hereby formed into, constituted, and made a 
body politic and corporate by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Ed- 
ucation Society”, and by that name; they and their successors shall and 
may have perpetual succession, shall be capable of suing and being 
sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all suits of whatever nature so- 
ever, may have a common seal and the same alter or change at plesure. 
And may also have, purchase, receive, hold and convey away estate, real, 
personal or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed three 
thousand dollars. 
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Sec. 2. Tile said Baptist Education Society may from time to time 
elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may find 
necessary or convenient; may elect and receive additional memhers; 
make hy-laws respecting numher, qualifications, and duties of their 
officers and memhers, prescribe the mode of election and admission 
of memhers; the time, place, and manner of holding their meeting; 
the number necessary to form a quorum; and all other by-laws and 
regulations which said society may deem necessary for the govern- 
ment and due regulation of its concerns to promote and secure the 
essential objects of said Society, as expressed in their Constitution — 
not repugnant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hartford, 
on the first Wednesday of May, A. D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

CONSTITUTION 

Article 1. This Society shall he known by the name of “The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young men 
and young women, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in ac- 
quiring such mental discipline and culture as shall render them more 
useful in the kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at 
the annual meeting as follows, viz: Every church and auxiliary so- 
ciety contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually, 
shall be entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more 
dollars, two delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance 
shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, 
two Vice-jPresidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Tru'Stees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may de- 
termine. 

Art. 5. The officers of this iSociety shall constitute an Executive 
Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to 
control its funds and property, to examine and admit candidates to the 
benefits of the iSociety, and at every annual meeting of the Society, 
they shall make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and 
record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, draw 
all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said Committee, conduct the 
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correspondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the annual report 
of the Executive Committee to the Society. The Treasurer shall have 
charge of the current funds of the Society, and pay them out only to 
the order of the Secretary; he shall also safely hold all bonds, notes, 
deeds, and other evidences of property belonging to the Society, giving 
ample security for these trusts. His accounts shall always be open to 
the inspection of the Executive Committee and Auditor, and he shall 
make a detailed report of the same quarterly to said Committee, and 
annually to the Society. The Auditor shall examine annually, or often- 
er, the accounts and securities of the Treasurer, and certify the same. 

Art. 7. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first quar- 
terly meeting appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own mem- 
bers, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other 
permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided by their 
donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 8. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of 
officers and transaction of other business shall be holden during the 
week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. Special 
meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at the request 
of five members of the Executive Committee. The business of the So- 
ciety may be transacted at all regular meetings by a majority of the 
members present. 

Art. 9. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must 
be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce a 
letter from said church, certifying his good standing, and its commenda- 
tion of him as one call to God to the ministry. He must satisfy the 
Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in 
the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to the patron- 
age of the Society by at least three regularly ordained ministers of the 
Baptist denomination. 

Art. 10. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take the full course of study preparatory, col- 
legiate and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive Com- 
mittee, his age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; and 
the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be sub- 
j’ect to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, voluntarily fail- 
ing to enter the ministry, or for sufficient cause, being dropped from 
the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund the mipney, with interest, he 
has received from the Society. 

Art. 11. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 12. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution 
except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present, written notice of the proposed change having been 
given and recorded one year previous to its adoption. 
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APPLICATION FOR AID 

When a young man applies for aid he is required to present a 
letter from his church, in substance as follows: 

This certifies that Mr. is a regular member 

of the Baptist Church in this town; that he sustains 

a good moral and religious character; that in the judgment of this 
Church he is called by the Lord to the Christian ministry; and that he 
possesses talents which, with a good education, would render him use- 
ful in his sacred work. He is therefore recommended to the Connec- 
ticut Baptist Education Society for their (patronage.

This certificate must be endorsed by three regularly ordained min- 
isters of the Baptist denomination, in addition to the signatures of 
the clerk and pastor of the church of which the applicant is a member.

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MINUTES OF THE ONE HUNDRED FIFTY SEVENTH ANNUAL 

MEETING HELD WITH THE FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH OF 
GROTON, OLD MYSTIC, CONNECTICUT, WEDNES- 
DAY, JUNE 12, 1929 

Morning Session 

The One Hundted FiEty-seventh anniversary meeting of the Ston- 
ington Union Association was called to order by the Moderator, Rev. 
Louis J. Shepler, at 9:10 A. M. Standard Time. The delegates joined 
in singing the Doxology, after which the Moderator made the invoca- 
tion. The letter and welcome of the entertaining Church was given 
by Mr. Frank E. Williams. The Moderator gave response to the wel- 
come and called for the reading of the Church lettersi, which was done 
by the Clerk of the Association. Reports of officers were then called 
Eor. The Treasurer asked to have his report deferred until afternoon. 
The Obituary Committee’s report, showing a total of 62 deaths during 
the year, wasi made by the Chairman, Rev. F. S. Robbins, and was ac- 
cepted. At the conclusion of the report the Association stood and join- 
ed in singing “Yes, We’ll Gather at the River,” and Rev. E. E. Scates 
led in prayer. 

On motion of F. S. Robbins it was voted that the Moderator should 
appoint a eommlttee to draft resolutions expressing the esteem and re- 
spect of the Association for Dr. H. M. Thompson, deceased, a copy of 
which should be sent to Mrs. Thompson. The Clerk reported receipt of 
the report of the Treasurer of the Widows’ Fund, showing a balance on 
hand of $3,880.80. The report was accepted. The resignation of Moses 
A. Pendleton, Treasurer of the Widows’ Fund was read. On motion 
made by E. F. Weise, it was voted to accept the resignation of Mr. 
Pendleton, with regret and an expression of gratitude for and apprecia- 
tion of his 47 years of faithful service as Treasurer of the Fund. ^ The 
Moderator then announced the hour for the annual sermon, and intro- 
duced Rev. P. W. Back, newly called to the pastorate of the First Ston- 
ington Church, who read a iScripture lesson and offered prayer^ After 
the singing of “O, for a Thousand Tongues” by the Association, Rev. 
Alfred E. Hylan, Pastor of the Poquonock Bridge Church delivered the 
annual sermon. Mr. Hylan’s theme was “Our Leader and Our Mes- 
sage.” Upon the conclusion of the sermon the Association joined in 
singing “Thou O, Christ, Art All I Want” The morning offering was 
called for and amounted to $30.25. The Moderator announced the Nom- 
inating Committee, as follows: Rev. E. E. 'Scales, Chairman, W^. I. 
Spicer, L. P. Allyn, J. E. Griswold, Rev. G. R. Atha. After announce- 
ments by Rev. F. M. Mitchell, Pastor of the entertaining Church, ^and 
the benediction by Rev. A. E. Hylan, the meeting adjourned until after- 
noon at 2 o’clock. Attendance 170. 

Afternoon Session 

The Chair was occupied by Mrs. G. H. Prior, who announced that 
Mrs. P. W. Back would conduct the devotional service. After a duet 
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by Mrs. J. H. Williams and Mrs. H. S. Williams, the Chair introduced 
Mrs. A. H. Curtis of South India, who addressed the Association on her 
work in that field. The anniversary meeting of the Woman’s Mission- 
ary (Society closed with the singing of a hymn. 

At 2:20 o’clock, Stand'ard Time, the Moderator took the Chair and 
called for the report of the Nominating Committee. The report was 
made by Rev. E. E. Scates and upon motion was accepted. Motion was 
then made and carried that the Clerk be instructed to cast one ballot 
for the persons named by the Nominating Committee. The Clerk ac- 
cordingly cast the ballot and the Moderator declared all officers duly 
elected for the ensuing year. The report of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions was read by Miss iGertrude Brown and stressed greater co-opera- 
tion with the State Convention in the promotion of religious education, 
the importance of Americanization work by Churches situated in sec- 
tions where foreign population is increasing. The Report also voiced 
approval of (President Hoover’s law enforcement campaign. Attend- 
ance upon the summer assemblies and conferences by our young peo- 
ple was advocated by the report. 'Favorable comment upon the report 
was made by the Moderator, who then entertained a motion to adopt, 
which motion was carried. The report of the Treasurer of the Mission- 
ary Committee was made by the Treasurer, J. E. Griswold, showing a 
balance on hand of |418.23. The Report was accepted. The Mis- 
sionary of the Association, Rev. Frank 'S. Robbins, mado report of his 
work during the year, which report was accepted. The Moderator ex- 
plained a plan of the Missionary Committee to purchase a new Ford 
Coach for the use of the Missionary with funds in the treasury and in 
sight. On motion of Dr. E. P. Fitch it was voted to purchase a new 
Ford coach for 1622.00 with funds on hand and pledged', and to give 
title to the same to the State Convention, to be used for missionary 
work in the Stonington Union Association. Mr. Charles C. Zabriskie, 
Treasurer of he Association made report showing a balance on hand of 
$112.25, with some monies yet to be received from the Churches, and 
some expenses of the meeting yet to be met. The Treasurer called at- 
tention to a growing balance each year of cash on hand, and suggested 
a reduction of dues per church member assessed against the Churches, 
from 5 cents to three cents, per year. On motion it was voted to fix 
the dues assessed against the Churches of the Association at 2 cents 
per member, beginning with the new Associational year. 

On motion it was voted to appropriate $50.00 of funds in the treas- 
ury of the Association to the Connecticut Baptist State Convention for 
its work. The Auditor, Frank E. Williams, reported he had examined 
all books of the several treasurers of the Association, with the excep- 
tion of the books of the Treasurer of the Widows’ Fund and had found 
them correct. The report of the Auditor was accepted. On motion it 
was voted to pay the Clerk a fee of IllO.O'O. 'The report of the Commit- 
tee on the State of Religion was made by Rev. F. S. Robbins, and was 
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accepted. The Clerk reported a net loss of mem'bers' in the Churches 
of the Association during the year of 512. The Moderator introduced 
Rev. Ellis Gilbert, Pastor of the West Hartford Baptist Church, who ad- 
dressed the Association on the subject, “What Must the Churchesi Do 
To Be 'Saved”. After singing “Stand Up, Stand Up For Jesus” and an- 
nouncements, the 'benediction was pronounced by Rev. J. A. Smith, 
and adjournment was' taken until evening. Attendance at afternoon 
session 185. 

Evening Session 

Devotions were led by Rev. E. P. Weise, of Noank. After a selec- 
tion by the choir of the entertaining Church, the following resolutions 
were adopted: Resolved: That in the death of Dr. Henry M. Thompson 
we feel the loss of an earnest helpful Christian friend and toother. We 
found in him a son of consoiation, a wise counsellor, a stimulating lead- 
er, a strong and inspiring preacher, a man of God, loyal to the truth and 
^ to the spirit of hisi Master, a disciple whose daily life oommended his 

Lord to all who knew him. Resolved; That our hearts reach out in love 
and sympathy to the dear ones bereaved by this loss, and we pray that 
God’s tender mercy and love may sustain and comfort them. It was 
II; voted to request the Clerk to see that the resolutions be printed in the 

State Annual with the minutes of the Association. The Association join- 
ed in singing, after which the Moderator introduced the speaker of the 
evening, the Rev. Burt N. Timbie, Pastor of the First Baptist Church, 
of Meriden, who spoke on “Greater Works Than These IShall Ye Do.” 
After the singing of a closing hymn, the benediction was pronounced 
by Brother Timbie and the meeting of the Association stood adjourned.
